CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 28 (Asso- 
tiated Press).—Events are

The Turks have occupied the entire 
meutral zone on the Asiatic side of the 
Dardanelles, with the exception of the 
Chanak area, around which they have 
established infantry units in a semi- 
cirele, virtually investing the British | 
lines.

In these circumstances General Har- 
ington, the British Commander-in-Chief, 
has sent a wireless message to Kemal 
Pasha at Smyrna asking for an im- | 
mediate personal meeting. He leaves! 
the choice of place to Kemal, who re- 
ply is expected momentarily.

Foreign Minister, 1s understood to have 
g0ne to Angora to submit the allied 
joint note to the Nationalist Assembly,

British Reinforcements Arriving. 


British reinforcements are reaching 
here and the threatened area. The super- 
Greadnoughts Revenge and Resolute. 
the most powerful fighting machines 
afloat, have arrived in the Dardanelles, 
while a battalion of North Stafford- 
shires and 1,000 men of the British air 
forces landed today and marched 
through Constantinople with bands play- 
ing. Their presence has helped to bring 
about a reassuring effect. 

The Turkish instructions to the men 
fm the Chanak sector are to advance 
the farthest possible without meeting re- 
sistance. They are now practically 
against the British entrenchments, and 
obviously the situation cannot be. indefi- 
nitely prolonged. 

Notwithstanding the Kemalist concen- 
trations around Chanak, however, the 
British are confident of holding their 
lines against all odds. They declare that

REPORT SULTAN 
HAS ABDICATED 


Constantinople Advices Say He 
Has Given Up Office to 
His Cousin and Heir. 


FALL HAS BEEN EXPECTED 


Acceptance of Allies’ Direction 
Made Him Unpopular With 
Angora Nationalists. 


PARIS, Sept. 28 (Assoclated Press) .— 
Mohammed VI., Sultan of Turkey, has 
abdicated in favor of the heir apparent, 
Prince Abdul Medjid, according to a re- 
port sent by the Havas correspondent at 
Caqnstantinople. The news, he adds, has 
not yet been officially announced. 

Prince Abdul Medjid, who is a cousin 
of the Sultan,-was born in 1868. 


It has been several times announced 
in well-informed quarters that should 
the Nationalist Turks be victorious over 
the Greeks the Caliph-Sultan at Stam- 
boul would find it necessary to abdi- 
cate. Owing to his acceptance of the 
Treaty of Sévres and his dominance by 
the Interallied Commission at his capi- 
tal, he has been said to bé no more 
accéptable as Sultan to the Nationalist 
Turks with their Government at Angora 
than he was as Caliph to the Moslem 
world at large. 

The Young Turks after they gained 
possession of Abdul Hamid’s Govern- 
ment in 1908 allowed the Sultan to 
reign for one year on condition that he 
convoked a new Parliament in accord- 
ance with the constitution, which he 
had allowed to be a déead-letter from 
the beginning of his reign. In 1909, 
however, as no development toward a 
free government was manifest, he was 
dethroned, went into *' retirement,’’ and 
was succeeded by Mohammed V. 

Mohammed V. instituted a more lib- 
eral Government until he fell under the 


influence of the Enver triumvirate and 
became the puppet of the Germans in 
the Autumn of 1914. 

He died on July 3, 1918, just a fort-

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 28.—I jour- 
neyed to the Yildiz Kiosk today and 
walked in by the same gate where years 
ago I saw Abdul Hamid, a broken and 
decrepit man, hurled from power, walk 
out, making an unpretentious exit from 
the troubled state of European politics. 
Fresh crops of weeds are peeping: .be- 
tween the interstices of the loosely 
joined paving stone in the palace yard. 
A sentry stood at the door of a weather- 


beaten sentry box, which from its ven- 
erable aspect must have seen many Sul- 
tans come and go. A janitor in tar- 
boosh, threadbare frock coat and baggy 
trousers sat outside his lodge fanning 
himself with a tattered Turkish news- 
paper. Otherwise it is a little changed 
Yildiz. 

Abdul's successor finds the crown a 
thorny one. He would willingly lay it 
down, but how and when is the prob- 
lem. Weary at heart, abandoned by 
all save a faithful few, with a shat- 
tered nervous system, the ruler of 
Turkey is a pitiable figure. He has 
been disillusioned and power no longer 
attracts him. Feeling the sceptre slip- 
ping from his enfeebled grasp he leads 
the life of a recluse, the prey to black- 
est melancholy. Attempts to rouse him 
from his lethargy fail. His only visitor 
is his doctor. . 

Except when on rdre occasions he is 
officially led forth to receive a visit 
from. an allied high commissioner, he 
spends the day between his bedroom 
and sitting room. He finds comfort In 
the Koran, spiritually fortifying him- 
self for the day which he believes to 
be near when he will pass out from 
the Yildiz forever. With the fatalism 
of the race, he calmly awaits the end 
whether it be to pass to Paradise in 
the shape of the time-honored bow- 
string of his ancestors or a passport 
to exile from his political enemies.

ATHENS REGIME 1S FORMED 


Officers Who Led Revolt 
Organize Provisional 
Committee. 


‘SEND APPEAL TO VENIZELOS 


Ask Him to Direct the Nation’s 
Foreign Policy—Assert They 
Will Not Yield Thrace. 


COUP A COMPLETE SUCCESS 


Populace Cheers Revolutionary 
Army as Liberators and Hails 
Constantine’s Successor. 


ATHENS, Sept. 28 (Associated Press). 
—Colonels Plastiras and Gohatas, leaders 
in the revolution, entered Athens today 
at the head of their troops and were 
received with enthusiasm. 

In addition to Plastiras and Gohatas, 
Naval Captain Phocas is a member of 
the revolutionary committee formed by 
the insurgent troops to take charge of 
affairs until a new Government is 
formed. It is said the committee will 
nominate new Cabinet Ministers tomor- 
row. 

During the day there were numerous 
demonstrations, the people parading the 
streets and cheering ex-Premier Ven- 
izelos and the Entente. 

Armed insurgent troops who began 
to enter the city were received by the 
populaee as liberators. 

Crown Prince George was sworn in as 
King of the Helenes yesterday after- 
ncon. The city was illuminated in honor 
of his accession. 

Perfect order is being maintained and 
the revolutionists appear to be masters 
of, the situation. They have taken over 
that a Ministry will be formed within 
that a ministry wlll be formed within 
forty-eight hours. It is reported that 
General Nider will be commander of the 
army. 

The imprisoned Democratic Nberals 
have been released, as well as others 
who were charged with treason in con- 
nection with an alleged eonspiracy. 

Late yesterday afternoon the leaders of 
the counter-revolutionary movement an- 
nounced the abandonment of their op- 
position to the revolution. 

The Ministry of War issued the fol- 
lowing communiqué: 

By mandate of the people of Athens, 
Piraeus and environs, I wished to 
place myself at their head and en- 
gage in a struggle to save the throne 
of King Constantine. As a result of 
the earnest exhortation of the King, 
who opposes all bloodshed, I renounce 


all resistance and beseech the people 
to conform also to the desire of our 


beloved King. 

GENERAL FRANGOS. 

The revolutionists have occupied the 
Central Telegraph office, leading to dis- 
organization and the non-receipt of tele- 
grams. 

A group of retired officers, followers 
of ex-Premier Venizelos, and Cretan 
Gendarmerie, partisans of Venizelos, oc- 
the military headquarters in 
Athens, thus collaborating with the main 
body of revolutionists, who are 
scribed as Nationalists. 

When the revolutionists entered the 
city they at once occupied all the stra- 
tegic points and the Ministries, and cav- 
alry and infantry began patrolling the 
streets.

Until now it has been relying for the 
maintenance of order and the protec-: 
tion of all citizens without exception 
upon the patriotrsm of the Hellenes 
and the ardent desire of the people for 
reconciliation and bridging over the 
chasm, a desire the Revolutionary 
Party espouses. 

Disturbers of order, to whatever 
political. party they belong, will be 
punished in accordance with revolu- 
tionary justice. 


It wa» reported last night that a sec- 
tlon of the revolutionary army is im- 


bued with the 1tdea of a republic and 
that the accession of Prince George 
might be accompanied with some dif- 
ficulties. 

An impressive pro-Venizelist demon- 
stration occurred in the city last night. 
Thousands of persons, including some 
of the troops, peretes the streets sing- 
ing and acclaiming Venizelos and wav- 
ing portraits of the former Premier. 
The throng marched to the French Le. 
gation, crying ‘‘ Viva France.’ 

The. troops arrived from their long 
march dead tired, some of them carry-~ 
ing machine guns on their shoulders.

Italian Fort, Struck by Lightning, Blows Up; 


. 144 Killed, Hundre 


SPEZIA, Italy, Sept. 28 (Associated 
Press).—The number of dead will prob- 
ably reach 144 in an explosion today at 
Falconara Fort, near here, on the Gulf 
of Genoa, according to available lists. 
Several hundred have been seriously in- 
jured, and the hospitals are filled. <A 
majority of the victims are still buried 
beneath the wreckage. Seventy bodies 
have been recovered. 

The explosion, caused by lightning, de- 
stroyed everything within a radius of 
ten miles. Military forces have been 
assigned to the work of rescue. All 
Fascisti of the Province of Genoa have 
been mobilized by their chiefs to assfst 
the soldiers. 

The explosion occurred in a violent 
storm, which damaged the crops and/| 
property of the “inhabitants for large 
areas along the gulf. Half crazed with | 
terror from fire and storm, the despair- 
ing population is being relieved through 
governmental care. 

Fifteen hundred tons of explosives 
were stored in the deep tunnels of the 


fort. The entire top of the hill on which 
it is located was completely blown 
away. 

Admiral Biscaretti rushed to the scene 
of the disaster to superintend the work 
of relief. The towns of San Terenzo 
and Pitelli are greatly damaged.

REWARD OF $1,000. 


IN RECTOR'S NURDER 


New Brunswick Freeholders | 
Urge Somerset County to | 
Take Similar Action. 





EDWARDS TAKES UP CASE 


Two Prosecutors Visit Governor 
—Plan to Exhume Body 
of Dr. Hall. 


A reward of $1,000 for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of 
the murderer or murderers of the Rev. 
Edward Wheeler Hall and Mrs. Eleanor 
R. Mills of New Brunswick, N. J., was 
offered yesterday by the Board of Free- 
holders of Middlesex County. The 
board stipulated in its resolution that | 
the reward will not be paid unless it is 
established that the murders were com- 
mitted in Middlesex County, and it sug- 
gested that the Somerset County Board 
ot Freeholders offer a similar reward 
to be paid in case it is proved that the 
murders were committed in Somerset 
County. The Somerset Board will meet 
today in Somerville, the county seat. 

Though two weeks have passed since 
the rector and his choir leader were 
shot to death and left under an apple 
tree in a field outside New Brunswick, 
not only have the authorities of the two 
counties failed to solve the mystery of 
the identity of the murderer, but they 
have been unable to establish the place 
where the couple were killed. They do 
not know whether the murders were 
done in New Brunswick, the county 
seat of Middlesex, and the bodies car- 
ried across the county line, or at the 
place where the bodies were found, 
which is a short distance across the line 
in Somerset. 

The authorities admitted yesterday 
that their investigation had failed to 
consider the importance of a careful au- 
topsy on the bodies. No autopsy at all 
was performed on the rector’s body, as 
County Physician William FE. Long of 
Somerset said it was self-evident that 
Hall had been murdered, and that was 
all there was to it. The autopsy on Mrs. 
Mills’s body was of such a nature that 
a controversy has resulted between Dr. 
Long and Dr. Cronk, health officer of 
New Brunswick, who examined the 
body, as to how many times she had 
been shot. 





Want Autopsies on Both Bodies. 


Efforts are now being made to find a 
leading -New Jersey pathologist to per- 
form autopsies on both bodies, not only 
to settle this controversy, but to look 
for evidence, hitherto neglected, that 
might prove of great value in establish- 
ing the identity of the murderer and 
the circumstances under which the crime 
was committed. The services of Dr. 
Otto H. Schultze, Medical Examiner of 
the District Attorney’s office in New 
York, have been offered, but it is un- 
derstood that the New Jersey officials 
feel that it would be a reflection upon 
New Jersey pathologists to bring an out- 
sider into the case. 

Prosecutors Joseph FE. Stricker of 
Middlesex and A. M. Beekman of Somer- 
set went to Trenton yesterday and had 
a long conference with Governor 
Edwards. At the end of the conference, 
it was reported that the question of re- 
taining an expert pathologist had been 
discussed, together with the letter sent 
to the Governor on Wednesday by 
Charlotte Mills, 15-year-old daughter of 
the murdered woman, in which she 
asked his‘ assistance in bringing her 
mother's murderer to justice. Governor 
Edwards made no public comment on 
the girl’s letter yesterday. 

When the bodies are exhumed and dis- 
sected, it is hoped to locate the ae | 
course of the bullet or bullets that | 
killed the pair; to recover the slugs in 
the bodies in order.to determine whether 
they game from .32 calibre cartridges,

Referee Gleason to File His 
Report on Banker’s Charges 
and Status of Baby Guy. 





BOTH READY FOR APPEAL 


Mrs. Stillman Said to Be Motor- 
ing in Massachusetts — Hus- 
band’s Whereabouts Unknown.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sept. 28.— 
The suit of James A. Stillman to divorce 
his wife, Mrs. Anne Urquhart Potter 
Stillman, in which the legitimacy of 
baby Guy Stillman is questioned, will be 
decided at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning; 
when Referee Daniel J: Gleagon will file 
his report with E. H. Hazen, County 
Clerk of Putnam, at Carmel. N. Y. 

Whethe- the referee, weighing the 
7,000 pages of evidence put into the 
celebrated case in two years and three 
months, has found Stillman’s charges 
Sustained, or whether he has rejected 
them, is a secret known tonight only 
to Referee Gleason, who is supposed to 
be at the Republican Convention in 
Albany, but who really is dodging re- 
porters in Poughkeepsie. 

Work on his report ended twenty-four 
hours ago, when he finished the task of 
settling the big questions involved, in- 
cluding the right of baby Guy to a one- 
tourth share in the $6,000,000 trust fund 
established by tne late James Stillman.

Conspicuous among the omissions 
was the absence of any plank referring 
to prohibition. It had been known in 
advance that the effort of Martin Saxe 
of New York and others to bring about 
the inclusion of a wine and beer plank 
would be a failure, but it had been ex- 
pected that there would be some refer- 
ence in the platform to law enforcement, 
which would apply to the prohibition en- 
forcement laws as well as to others.

year. Administrative efficiency was 
said to haveebeen increased by the cre- 
ation of the Board of Estimate and 
Control, the Bureau of Standards and 
the Central Purchasing Agency, and by 
the consolidation of departments. 

The Maternity bill, the bill establish- 
ing Children’s Courts and bills improv- 
ing conditions in many State institu- 
tions were cited as imstances of ac- 
complishments in the field of social wel- 
fare. The platform approved the Gov- 
ernor’s water-power~ policy, his policy 
of canal development and his pay-as- 
you-go policy of constructing highways.

SYRACUSE, Friday, | Sept. 29.—With 
the opening session of the Democratic 
State Coonvention over, the keynote. of 
the campaigm sounded and the hour rap- 
idly approaching when a decision must 
be reached regarding the nominations 
for Governor and United States Senator, 
the forces of former Governor Alfred E. 
Smith and William R. Hearst remain in 
deadlock this morning over a proposal 
that the names of both shall go on the 
ticket. 

Emerging from a conference in Mur- 
phy’s room that lasted until after mid- 
night, ‘Mayor Hylan early this morning 
said that the situation had not changed 
and that no decision had been redched 
in relation to the nominations for Gov- 
ernor and United States Senator. 
| A person close to Mr. Murphy declared 
; that he was hopeful that former Gov- 
ernor Smith couid be persuaded to rith 
for Govérnor on a ticket with Héapst 
as a candidate for United States Sén- 
ator, or Vice versa. 

“‘ And if not, what then?” was asked. 

*““In my opinion, a ticket with Hearst 
and Hylan both'on it would not be en- 
tirely out of the question,” was the 
answer. 

Frederick E. Wallis, Chairman of the 
Finance Comnfittee of the Demooratic 
State Committee, came along at the 
moment. : 

He said he had had a talk with “ Al” 
Smith at the request of Murphy and that 
the former Governor had absohitély 
turned down a suggestion that He be- 
came Hearst's running mate. Smith, Mr. 
Wallis said, had insisted that he would 
leave the convention and return heme 
rather than run with Hearst. 

It has been decided that the. convén- 
tion will not proceed to the nomination 
of candidatee until a night sessién, 
scheduled to begin at 7:30 this evening, 
is held. Fhe delay is to give Murphy 
more time to ‘‘ iron out’”’ the situation. 

Unless the Tammany boss, who is 
working as he never worked before in 
his busy political life, succeeds in bring- 
ing the contending forces together undér 
some sort of a modus vivendi, there is a 
strong prospect that the convention ma- 
chinery will be stopped at dead centre 
after the platform has been adopted at a 
session scheduled for this forenoon or 
that the convention will find itself in 
the throes of a fight that in advance 
may doom the ticket and endanger 
Murphy’s leadership of the party. For 
Murphy much depends on_ bringing 
about a settlement out of convention at 
conferences held behind closed doors. 


Hearst Hope Pinned on Murphy Silence. 


William H. Kelley, Democratic leader 
of Onondaga County and field marshal 
of the Smith forces, keeps insisting 
that former Governor Smith will be 
nominated for Governor on the first 
ballot. William J. Conners of Buffalo, 
director of the Hearst campaign, said 
yesterday afternoon somewhat gloomily 
that ‘‘ nothing was settled”’ and that 
the situation as it affected Hearst re- 
mained unchanged.

sonal grudge, was willing to wreck the 
party’s prospect of success in the elec- 
tion. 

It has been learned that about the 
only threat supporters of Hearst have 
not made to Murphy in explicit terms 
is that of a third party headed by 
the editor-politician. Hints none too 
subtle have been dropped from time to 
time by persons close to Hearst's imme- 
diate Heutenants at the convention. But 
the effect of these has been only to 
anger delegates and leaders who have 
not thrown in their lot with the former 
Independence League leader. Any such 
threat, openly made, would deprive 
Hearst of any standing he may have 
as a candidate for nomination. 

Another complication which has arisen 
to help mar the prospect of harmony, 
even should Murphy succeed in arrang- 
ing. a deal whereby Smith and Hearst 
sink their differences and become run- 
ning mates, is the threat emanating 
from women delegates and from Demo-~ 
crats catalogued as independents that 
under no circumstances will they coun- 
tenance the appearance of Hearst's 
name on the ticket. 

There is a small group of independent 
Democrats here, headed by former 
Judge Samuel Seabury, who might be 
termed bitter-enders. They are against 
Hearst on the ticket in any furm, and 
they will try to make a fight on the 
convention floor to stop what they call 
the desecration of the party. Murphy 
ts paying no attention to them and they 
do not even try to see him, but they 
are carrying on an insistent campaign 
in favor of Smith. William Church Os- 
born is one of the most effective work- 
ere in this group. 

‘We do not want the Hearst taint on 
the ticket in any form,’’ said Mr. Sea- 
bury yesterday. ‘If it comes to the 
worst, we will make a fight in the con- 
vention, and I know a number of dele- 
gates who feel the same way about it as 
Ido. The anti-Hearst sentiment is espe- 
clally noticeable among the women.

Smith Won’t Run With Hearst. 


The Hearst boomers, including Mayor 
Hylan, have made it perfectly clear to 
Murphy that Hearst will be satisfied if 
he is nominated for United States Sen- 
ator and that Smith would be accept- 
able as his running mate. 

. Smith himself, as well as William H. 
’ Kelley, manager of his campaign, and 
William H. Fitzpatrick, leader of Erie 
County, are utterly opposed to giving 
Hearst any place on the ticket if Smith 
is to run for Governor. They assert 
that even though Smith should, as a 
concession to Murphy, from whom he 
has received so many political benefits, 
consent to sink his personal aversion 
to hitching up with Hearst a8 a running 
mate, a ticket of that sort would be 
foredoomed to defeat. 

Murphy is said to be eager to bring 
about the nomination of both Smith 
and Hearst, the former for Governor 
and the latter for United States Sen- 
ator. The ultimatum of the Smith 
forces was delivered to the Tammany 
chieftain at a conference which was 
attended by National Committeeman 
Norman E. Mack, Joseph J. Murphy of 
Rensselaer, Charles E. Norris of Jef- 
ferson, Charles H. Treman of Tompkins, 
Kelley, Fitzpatrick, Mayor Hylan, John 
H. McCooey, Maurice Connolly, John 
Moore and Willlam A. Deford. 

Murphy made no effort to talk the 
Smith men out of their attitude. Mack 
and Murphy (of Troy) ventured the 
opinion that Smith should not attempt 
to exercise a veto power ‘over nomin- 
ations other than his own. Smith has 
not been to see the Tammany leader 
since his arrival here. 

There is no doubt that no end of 
pressure is being brought to bear on 
Murphy by Democratic candidates for 
‘Congress, the Legislature and local of- 
fices to do nothing that would alienate 
from the party the support of the Hearst 
mewspapers in the coming campaign. 
Mayor Hylan presented a plea of this 
character to Murphy, pointing out 
that the only newspaper support of 
which the party could be assured at 
the present time was that of the news- 
papers in New York City, Rochester 
and Syracuse conducted by Hearst. 


Prohibition Plank Demanded. 


The Platform Committee has re- 
ceived urgent requests from many quar- 
ters for the inclusion of a plank urging 
‘modification of the Volstead law so as 
to permit the application of the State’s 
right principle under the concurrent 
jurisdiction clause of the Eighteenth 
Amendment in the enforcement of the 
prohibition law. 

About two months ago word went out 
from the highest party authority that 
the platform would contain no referénce 
to prohibition. It was suggested at the 
time that this might militate against 
'« Al” Smith, should be become a candi- 
date, and intimated that it would be 
helpful to Hearst. Now it is bluntly 
stated that the plank was intended as a 
new hurdle for Hearst to negotiate, and 
that others would be erected should he 
gucceed in vaulting this. 

William J. Conners, Hearst’s manager, 
has not been invited to see Murphy. He 
was little in evidence yesterday. Con- 
ners said he was of good cheer, but 
he was not convincing. 

*‘I think Hearst is in a good position,” 
he said. ‘‘I think he will be nomi- 
nated.’’ 

“For United States Senator?” 
asked. 

“I did not say that,’’ said Conners. 
“He will be on, the ticket. TI pledge 
you my word that no decision has been 
made. It all rests with Murphy. It ts 
.a fifty-fifty proposition between Hearst 
and Smith when it comes to delegates.

CONVENTION CHEERS 
MENTION OF SMITH 


Effort to Stage Demonstration for 
Hylan Fails—Attack on Mil- 
ler Applanded.

SYRACUSH, N. Y., Sept 28.—As a 
contrast to the Republicans, who picked 
cne of their oldest and most astute 
political war horses, Elihu Root, to 
make the keynote speech at their State 
Convention in Albany, the Democrats 
assembled ip the arena here today 
thrust that duty on one of their young~ 
est and most energetic leaders, State 
Senator James J. Walker. 

The selection proved to be satisfactory 
enough, for he delivered just the kind 


of a keynote speech calculated to stir | 


the thousand or more delegates and al- 
ternates to something like old-time con- 
vention enthusiasm by attacking both 
the Harding National Administration 
and Governor Miller's two-year admin- 
istration of State affairs, and at the 
same time successfully steering between 
the two opposing factions in the Demo- 
cratic Party here. The delegates, the 
majority of whom plainly favored the 
nomination of Smith, had a chance 
cheer for their choice while any possible 
chance for a Hearst-Hylan demonstra- 
tion was successfully, if rather clumsily, 
nipped in the bud. 

This is the first State convention the 
Democrats have held in ten years and 
the old machinery, in storage so long, 
was found to be in good working order. 
The first day’s session got under way 
at 1 P. M., an hour late, but proceed- 


ings moved along 80 serenely that the 
preliminary organization was seccom- 
plished by 8 o’clock and an adjourn- 
ment was taken until tomorrow. The 
South Salina Street hall is the same 
that saw the stampeded nomination of 
Oscar Straus and the selection of Wil- 
lam Sulzer. It is a large, bare building 
with a dirt floor, liberally covered with 
Sawdust. well ventilated and offering 
plenty of room. Today it was taste- 
fully decorated with flags and an en- 
ergetic band supplied plenty of popular 
music. The delegates were separated bv 
the regulation pasteboard standards ac- 
cording to counties, and there was a 
plentiful sprinkling of women. Visitors 
comfortably filled all the seats in the 
gallery. 

State Chairman Herbert C. Pell 
started the proceedings by reminding 
the delegates that the Democratic out- 
look for success was so good that they 
were going to nominate a ticket which 
was certain of election. The Rev. Frea- 
erick W. Betts of Syracuse delivered a 
short prayer and then nominations for 
a temporary chairman were in order. 

Henry W. Chadayene of Orange 
County nominated Senator Walker ana 
the choice was seconded by Frederick 
R. Fitchett, also of Orange. Under the 
present election law the first roll of 
delegates is called on temporary chair- 
man nominations, as this serves the 
purpose of calling the regular roll. 
This furnished the first opportunity for 
the delegates to register their choice of 
candidates and these honors went easily 
to former Governor Smith. 

The calling of the delegates went 
along without incident until the T'wen- 
tieth Assembly District of Kings County 
was reached. Then William F. Delaney, 
an old friend of Mayor Hylan, arose to 
announce that Miss Mae Barrett of the 
district had withdrawn as a delegate 
and that Mr. Hylan’s name was to be 
substituted. 

Mr. Delaney made the announcement 
in a weak voice and only those near 
him heard what he said. If this was 
planned to afford an opportunity for a 
demonstration for the Mayor it failed. 
There was a faint cheer, and Secretary 
Powers continued with the roll-call. A 
dozen more names were Called and the 
Hylan men saw that something had to 
be done. 

John J. Dorman, a delegate from the 
Second Kings District, jumped up and 
asked that the Secretary read again the 
name of the delegate substituted for 
Miss Barrett. The main body of ‘the 
convention was still unaware of what 
was happening and the golden oppor- 
tunity for a Hylan demonstration was 
gone when Chairman Pell ruled “ the re- 
quest of the delegate from Kings its out 
of order.” 

Dorman sat down and “Secretary 
Powers droned on. Next came the call- 
ing of Alfred E. Smith’s name. A cheer 
started and was quickly taken up. It 
spread through the hall and the Smith 
men were on their feet. The demonstra- 
tion lasted just one-minute and never 
got beyond thoroughly decorous ap- 
plause. 

Smith was not in the hall and neither 
was Charles F. Murphy when his name 
was called. Cheers for Murphy lasted 
barely half a minute. Most of the dele- 
gates stood up and there was consider- 
able handclapping. 

Mr. Walker's selection was then an- 
nounced as unanimous, and Thomas F, 
Smith, Secretary of Tammany Hall, pro- 
posed that former Lieut. Gov. Conway 
of Clinton County and former Lieut. 
Gov. Walker of Broome be appointed a 
committee to escort Senator Walker to 
the platform. This was done, and on 
the way up the Senator was liberally 
applauded. 

“‘ Ataboy, Jimmie,’’ yelled a delegate. 
‘“‘How're ye Jim,’’ chirped another as 
the boyish looking Senator reached the 
platform and began to read a speech 
which required an hovr and a half for 
delivery. Throughout his speech he was 
liberally applauded, especially during 
his attack on Governor Miller’s admin- 
istration. 

The first applause came when he de- 
nounced Governor Miller for abolishing 
the direct prapesy and then his party 
convention. hen the Senator linked 
the Governor with the Harding Admin- 
istration and said Mr. Miller stood 
square behind the National Administra- 
tion, whose election he urged two years 
ago, the delegates’ enthusiasm was pro- 
nounced. 

His denunciation of Attorney General 
Daugherty also appealed to the dele- 
gates. He accused Mr. Root of deliber- 
ately distorting the figures of the State 
Controller regarding the appropria- 
tions of the Miller Administration and 
maintained that the only economies 
Governor Miller had practiced were at 
the expense of the State yom Page for 
the insane.

were restored with the result that in- 
jured workmen are now being defrauded 
of large sums of money every year. On 
the eve of election Governor Miller 
poses as the friend of labor.

When Walter T. Arndt of the Citizens 
Unien appeared to urge endorsement of 
the Tolbert home rule amendment adopt- 1 
he asked that the Democrats endorse 
that particular meaaure and no other. 
The amendment again come; up for a| 
vote by the people in 1923, and Mr. 
Arndt declared that to substitute any 
other home rule measure for it would be 
to lose what ground had already been 
gained. 

‘‘That measure is a subterfuge—it is 
dishonest,’’ declared Judge Mahoney. 
‘It does not go as far as the Demo- 
cratic Party would like to go.""

WOMEN FOR SMITH; 
WILL FIGHT HEARST 


They Pass a Resolution Declaring 
for the Ex-Governor From 
First to Last. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 28. — The 
women of the Democratic Party are pre- 
pared for a fight to the finish against 
the nomination of William ‘R. Hearst. 
They are not only against Hearst—they 
are for Alfred E. Smith, first, last and 
all the time and want no compromise. 
They are ready to make their fight on 
the floor of the convention if necessary. 

The sentiment of the women for 
Smith, which has been evident from the 
first, crystallized today at a meeting or 
the women’s division of the State Com- 
mittee, at which fifty women Associated 
County Chairmen were present. At 
this gathering a resolution was adopted, 
which, according to the women leaders, 
thas been signed by representatives of 
fifty-four of the sixty-two counties of 
the State. They said: 

‘*Resolved, That our first, last and 
only choice for Governor is.A. E. Smith 
and that we will not consider any @- 


called compromise candidate, as we feel 
that the Democratic success depends on 
his nomination.”’ 

The resolution was presented by Miss 
Marion Dickerman of Oswego County, 
who was a candidate against former 
Speaker Thaddeus C. Sweet, for the As- 
sembly. it was unanimously adopted 
and was signed by all of the women 
who attended the meeting. Copies of 
the resolution are being circulated 
among all the women delegates. 

The women's meeting représented prac- 
tically all the up-State districts, accord- 
ing to the leaders. A few of the New 
York City delegates were also present. 
Miss Dickerman said that some of the 
New York County delegates signed the 
resolution, but that mone of the Kings 
County delegates, of which Mayor Hylan 
is a member, had signed. 

The women leaders claim a large 
amount of Smith strength among the 
New York City women delegates, but 
say that it will not develop until a vote 
is taken in the convention. Up-State, 
they say, is solid for Smith, except those 
districts that have a ‘native son’’ to 
present on the fifst ballot. Schenectady, 
for example, they say, is not willing 
to ‘subscribe to the ‘‘ Smith—first, last 
and all the time”’ declaration because it 
wants to vote for Mayor Lunn on the 
first ballot. Similarly, Rensselaer is 
for Mayor Burns of Troy. 

“First we are for Smith because we 
think that he is the strongest candidate 


the party can put forth,’’ said one dele- 
gate. ‘‘ As Governor, Mr. Smith did a 
great deal for the wémen in this, State. 
We are solidly against the nomination 
of Mr. Hearst. That is why we have 
declared against any so-called compro- 
mise. We would not stand for Mayor 
Hylan or any other candidate with the 
Hearst stamp.’ 

There are 157 women who have seats 
as delegates in the convention. Of these 
thirty-five are from up-State. Kings 
County has forty-one. Manhattan thirty- 
eight, the Bronx twenty-three, Queens 
eighteen and Richmond two. ‘The 
women are still pressing their demand 
for two places on the State ticket, They 
say that they are sure of a woman 
nominee for Secretary of State and they 
expect to have another for Controller.

HOW MILLER RANKS

tration With That of Hughes 
and Cleveland. 


A RECORD IN USEFULNESS

Can Work With His Party Without

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 28.—It need be 
no refléction upon any of the men of 
unquestioned ability and alert con- 
science who have occupied the Gow 
ernor’s chair during the last fifteen 
years to say that no State Administra- 
tion within that period has compared 
in® practical usefulness to the people 
with that of Governor Nathan L. Miller. 

The administrations of eight Gov- 
ernors who have held office during 
those years have come within the range 
of observation of the present corre 
spondent of THE NEW YORK Times at 
the State capitol. Charles KE. Hughes 
was the first in this line of chief exec- 
utives whose administration affords, 
perhaps, the best standard of compari- 
son in any attempt to measure the 
public usefulness of Governor Miller. 
Older observers at the capitol, however, 
whose memory goes far enough back 
to recall the administration of Grover 
Cleveland, see in his achievements a 
much closer parallel than is afforded 
by the Hughes administration. 

The strained relations that existed 
between Mr. Hughes and the leaders or 
the Republican State organization, 
while he was Governor, may in some 
measure be responsible for it, but it 
js certainly odd to find the leaders of

ineering than in Cleveland’s generation 
and the less remote date of the. Hughes’ 
Administration at Albany. There may 
be some truth in this, for certainly 
Grover Cleveland, as history and tradi- 
tion paint him, was never vaingloriousl¥ 
given to heroics, and Mr. Hughes would 
have vastly preferred to work out his 
legislative and administrative program 
in accord with the leaders of his own 
party. But this coes not afford the real 
explanation of why Miller succeeded in 
putting through, without friction, a 
party program which must have been 
more distasteful to a vast horde of of- 
ficeholders and brea-and-butter politi- 
cians of his own party than any pro- 
posals that entered into the ambitious 
programs of either Cleveland or Hughes. 

Both these distinguished earlier occu- 
pants of the office which Governor 
Miller now holds, while devoted to party 
doctrines—one a sterling Democrat, the

Whatever the reason for such aloofness, 
both failed to seek the co-operation 
they undoubtedly could have had from 
their respective parties. The result #vas 
discord, heartburnings which might have 
been avoided, and less accomplishment, 
even though the fearlessness that’ both 
displayed added some inches to their 
political stature. 

Miller approached the duties of the 
Governor's office in a very different 
spirit. He had grown up in a political 
environment as an active party worker in 
his own county, Cortland. He had sub- 
sequently learned the refinements of the 
game from suth a master at it as former 
Governor Odell, who was responsible for 
bringing Governor Miller tnto a larger 
sphere of usefulness when, some twenty 
years ago, he invited him to accept an 
appointment as State Controller. His 
experience as a sitter-in at important 
party councils had taught him that the 
average of honor among men occupying 
positions of political leadership Is as high | 
as among men in other pursuits.

Machold on Rapid Transit. 


Discussing the rapid transit problem 
in New York City, Mr. Machold said:

We, the representatives of the Re- 
publican Party of the State of New 
York, in convention assembled, submit 
to the people of the State the record 


of the last two years,.during which 
time our party has been entrusted 
with the responsibility of Government, 
together with our declaration of prin- 
ciples and the pledges of our future 
policies. 

The Republican Party has a note- 
worthy history of constructive achieve- 
ments to its credit. The record is due 
to the character and courage of its 
public men and to its steadfast adher- 
ence to sound principles as contrasted 
with the opportunism—of the Demo- 
cratic Party. Returned to power in 
nation and State in 1921, itWhas again 
demonstrated its capacity and its 
ability to produce men equal to the 
business of government. The task has 
been a mighty one. .The restoration of 
order in public affairs, the reduction 
of the cost of government and the 
solution of permanent as well as 
emergency probléms have been at- 
tended by extraordinary difficulties. 
Yet every promise has been kept, and 
such work as has not been disposed of 
awaits the mandate of the people to 
complete the task. The establishment 
of administrative efficiency and the 
sweeping economies effected dlone en- 
title the Harding and Miller Adminis- 
trations to a vote of confidence.

NATIONAL ISSUES. 


The Harding Administration and 
the Republican Congress were con- 
fronted on March 4, 1921. with prob- 


lems of unexampled difficulty. 

We were technically at war with 
part of the world and all our inter- 
national relations were uncertain, 
while those with former allies were 
complicated by the presence of vast 
unfunded loans.

A commission has been appointed 
with authority to negotiate the fund- 
ing of our loans to the Allies. 

At the disarmament conference the 
United States, under the leadership of 
President Harding and_ Secretary 
Hughes, assumed world leadership and 
accomplished more for the promotion 
of peace and the reduction of arma- 
ments than had been accomplished in 
generations. ; 


Economy and Efficiency. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1921, the last year of the Wilson Ad- 
ministration, the total expenditures 
were $5,5638,040,689. For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1922, the first 
year of the Harding Administration, 
they were $3,795,302,499, or a saving 
of $1,742,738,190. : 

A scientific budget system has been 
inaugurated. Waste and extravagance 
have been eliminated, the Government 
has become a business —_ om ger “4 
an a egation of departments, an 
ceoke’ hae been developed the spirit 
of co-operation and the common pur- 
pose that characterize the manage- 
ment of successful private enterprises. 


Revision of War Taxes. 
The next task was to reduce the ex- 
cessive burdan of taxation which was 
sapping the industrial life of the coun- 


try. The more burdensome of these 
taxes, notably the excess profits tax, 
the transportation tax and the more 
vexatious of the sales taxes, have 
been repealed. The people will pay 
this year some $2,000,000,000 less in 
taxes than they did during the’ last 
year of the Democratic Administra- 
tion, and a further reduction of the 
tax burden is promised as rapidly as 
our revenue requirements will permit. 


The Agricultural Crisis. 
The agricultural interests of the 
country, hit hardest by the acute de- 
pression, faced financial ruin due to 


inability to finance the orderly market- 
ing of farm products. . Agricultural 
credit was promptly extended, and 
agriculture was thus carried ogee 
an acute crisis and threatened ruin 
averted. With renewed prosperity on 
the farm, with the purchasing power 
of the farmer restored, renewed pros- 
perity in industrial centres must fol- 
low and has already begin. 

By the enactment of the law to per- 
mit the producers of agricultural 
products to form co-operative associa- 
tions, of the so-called packers and 
grain futures acts, and by the liberal 
appropriations for Federal aid to 
highway construction, the Republican 
Congress has given ample proof of its 
solicitude for the welfare of the 
American farmer. 


The Tariff. 
American industry and American 
markets were threatened by foreign- 
made goods favored by low labor 


costs of production and by a depreci- 
ated and constantly depreciating ex- 
change. A tariff bill has been enacted 
to protect the American farmer, the 
American working man and American 
industries from ruinous competition, 
carrying rates on dutiable articles 
which on the average are lower than 
those of any previous Republican 
tariff and containing provisions which 
lay the foundation for a permanent 
system of scientific rate adjustment. 


The Disabled Veterans. 


In spite of a policy of rigid economy, 
Congress has continued its generous 
treatment of our disabled veterans. 
Over one and a half billions have been 
expended for their benefit to date, 
and for the coming fiscal year ap- 
roximately $500,000,000 will be spent. 

llars and cents, however, are not 
all. Improved administrative methods 
have made possible the more prompt 
and equitable settlement of claims. 
The Sweet bill consolidating the dir- 
ferent departments and bureaus hav- 
ing to do with the care of disabled 
veterans and establishing district and 
branch offices was a proper -reform 
in the interest of administrative ef- 
ficiency and one of real practical 
benefit to the disabled. 


The Army and Navy. 


We commend the Congress for main- 
taining the integrity of our army and 
navy and foramaking adequate appro- 
priations for the national defense. 


The Anti-Lynching Biull. 


We urge the Senate to pass at the 
earliest possible date the Anti-Lynch- 
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ing bill adopted by the House of Rep- 
resentatives at the last session. 


The Goal Strike. 


We heartily approve the legislation 
recently enacted to meet the emer- 
gency created by the coal strike, in- 


tended to insure an equitable dis- 
tribution of this basic commodity and 
to prevent profiteering. We believe 
that the creation of the Coal Com- 
mission, with full authority to inves- 
tigate the entire industry, is a wise 
and necessary step in the direction of 
devising ways and means of avoiding 
the recurrence of these disastrous ex- 
periences. 


We submit the above record to the 
people with complete confidence. With 
economy in Government and reduced 
taxation, with Liberty bonds at par, 
with unemployment eliminated, with 
prices and wages stabilized, we be- 
lieve that there is real ground for 
satisfaction and that the signs of re- 
turning prosperity are unmistakable. 


STATE ISSUES. 


Economy in Government. 


In 1910 the State appropriations 
were $42,975,450. In 1918 they had 
grown to $81,525,271. Under two years 
of Democratic-administration they had 
‘mounted from $81,525,271 to $145,219,- 
906, while the requests prepared by 
department heads under that Adminis- 
tration for submission to the Lcgisla- 
ture of 1921 totaled $201,644,292. In 
1921, the first year of Governor Mil- 


ler’s term supcopetations were re- 
duced to $135,700,000. For the first 
time in more than a_ generation the 
constant increase was brought to a 
halt and a downward revision begun. 

The Legislature of 1921 eliminated 
more than $70,000,000 from the budget 
requests submitted by the preceding 
administration, provided for $10,000,- 
000 of deficiencies left over by that 
administration and actually effected a 
net reduction of nearly $10,000,000 in 
appropriations for which revenue had 
to be provided, the largest reduction 
ever made in any year in the history 
of the State. The Legislature of 1922 
made a further net reduction of $2,- 
500,000, notwithstanding increased ap- 

ropriations for education, public 

ealth, additional nurses and atten- 
dants in State hospitals and other in- 
stitutions, rellef for World War veter- 
ans, highway construction and need- 
ful public work, such as the New 
York-New Jersey vehicular tunnel, 
the improvements of the Harlem 
River, the construction of carmul ter- 
minals and. shops, installation of 
terminal and other oo and the 
development of electrical energy from 
the surplus waters of the canal, tota!- 
ing more than $12,000,000 as compared 
with the last year of Democratic Ad- 

inistration. 
™We promised to establish the policy 
of living within our means. 

We are now doing so. The surplus 
as of June 30. 1922, was $41,261,294, 
although nearly $13,000,000 less of 
direct taxes and $10,500,000 less of 
indirect taxes, or $23,500,000 less in 


. all, were collected for the support of 


the State Government that year, The 
problem is no longer how to find new 
sources of revenue, but how more 
ecultably to distribute the burden of 
taxation. A Republican Legislature 
and a Republican Administration are 
addressing themselves to that prob- 
lem and, if continued, promise to solve 
it. 


Administrative Efficiency. 

The stock excuse of the Democratic 
Administration for extravagance and 
inefficiency in the conduct of the 
public business was the need of a re- 
organization of the State - Govern- 
ment by constitutional amendment. 

We promised that without waiting 
for a constitutional amendment we 
would restore order, efficiency and 
economy in the public administration. 

Needless departments have been 
abolished; others have been reorgan- 
ized or consolidated. 


The Board of Estimate and Control. 


By the creation of the Board of 
Fstimate and Control in 1921, an 
agency has been established to make 
surveys of all State activities in 
order to provide improved methods, 
eliminate waste, standardize positions 
and furnish to the Governor and 
Legislature all information needed to 
make up the annual budget. 


The Bureau of Standards and the 
Central Purchasing Agent. 


As a result of the studies made by 
the Board of Estimate and Control 
there was created in 1922 a bureau for 


the standardization of all supplies 
required by the State. There was also 
established a central purchasing 
agency, charged with the duty of buy- 
ing for the State. Thus, wholesale 
standardized buying has been substi- 
tuted for the retail haphazard pur- 
chases by individual institutions and 
bureaus. 

The business system and methods so 
ably established through these boards 
a —— must and will be con- 

nued. 


Consolidation of Departments. 


Our 1920 platform promised a work- 
able plank for the consolidattion of 
State departments, with a view to 


eliminate duplications, reduce over- 
head expenses and insure all-around 
efficiency. That promise has been 
fulfilled by the consolidation of all 
tax collecting agencies under the 
Tax Commission, the reorganization 
of the Farms and Markets Depart- 
ment and the passage of a consti- 
tional amendment to permit the merg- 
ing of the Highway Commission, the 
Department of Public Works and the 
office of State Engineer and Surveyor 
under one head. 

We pledge the Republican Legisla- 
ture to the repassage of such amend- 
ment, and, upon its adoption by the 
people, to the enactment of legislation 
to carry out its provisions. 


Social Welfare. 


While insisting upon economy and 
efficiency, this has not been at the 
expense of society. The present Ad- 


ministration has provided liberally for 
education, for public health, for the 
care and improvement of the wards of 
the State and has set no limit to any 
tegttininte effort to remove the physi- 
cal, mental] or moral defects and han- 
dicaps of’ the helpless and the af- 
flicted. 

Human progress results from indi- 
vidual effort and initiative. The State 
should not impair the thrift and in- 
dustry of its citizens or encourage 
reliance upon public agencies instead 
of that self-reliance which ts indis- 
pensable to a virile citizenship. With- 
out departing from that prinicple the 
present Administration has accom- 
plished more in a constructive way for 
real welfare than has even been pro- 
pe by any preceding Adminis- 
ration. 

We call attention 
bill, the bill extending the jurisdiction 
of child welfare boards, the bill estab- 
lishing children’s courts, the assump- 
tion by the State of responsibility for 
the care of the deaf and blind under 
the age of 12, the impetus given to the

basis to aid in the reclamation of the 
humau. material in prisons. 


Water Power. 


The subject of developing the poten- 
tial water powers of the State has 
been discussed for more than a quar- 
ter of a cenury, but no forward step 
was taken until 1921 to inaugurate a 
Gefinite State policy. Such a policy 
has now been established for the de- 
velopment by licenses under State 
supervision and regulation, securing 
general distribution at a fair price to 
the consumer, and with a preferential 
right in municipalities to purchase any 
pews: developed on terms prescribed 
y public authority. Already plans are 
well advanced for developing the pis- 
sibilities of the Black River and upper 
Hudson watersheds which will produce 
more than: 850,000 continuous horse 
power, representing an-annual saving 
of more than 3,500,000 tons of coal. 

If the maximum development of such 
watersheds and the maximum use of 
the energy thus developed can be se- 
cured, it is commercially feasible to 
develop at least 1,000,000 cofitinuous 
horse power on the interior streams of 
the State alone, to say nothing of the 
boundary streams where development 
is impeded by national and interna- 
tional complications. After a quarter 
of a century of talk, the present State 
Administration in less than two years 
has succeeded in establishing a defi- 
nite policy and in actually starting de- 
velopment. 

The surplus waters of the canal af- 
ford a development of at least 40,000 
ccntinuous horsepower, representing 
an annual saving of 400,000 tons of 
coal. That power only remains to be 
harnessed, but it has been allowed to 
“run to waste for many years while 
the question as to who should harness 
it has been debated. The debate has 
now been ended, the plan of develop- 
ment decided on, and the work of de- 
velopment actually started. Inasmuch 
as the State has constructed and now 
maintains the canal for navigation 
purposes, the development of water 
power is to be made by the State 
itself in order that it may retain 
complete control ‘of the entire project 
undertaken by it and safeguard the 
needs of navigation. We pledge the 
ecntinuance of that policy. 


Canals. 


At a cost of more than $165,000,000 
the State has constructed a modern 
system of inland waterways. At ap 
annual saving of more than $600,000, 
as compared with the last Democratic 


year, the canal is now, for the first 
time, being maintained at maximum 
efficiency. Shops are being constructed, 
equipment purchased, terminals com- 
pleted and terminal machinery in- 
stalled from current revenues under 
the pay-as-you-go policy now adopted. 
A vigorous campaign to develop canal 
transportation is being pushed. The 
results of that policy are shown in the 
tonnage carried, which for the first 
time in twenty years is now increasing 
at a substantial rate. We pledge ‘the 
ecntinuance of that policy to make 
the State’s investment serve the pro- 
ducers, the consumers, the factories 
and the farms of the State. 


Highways. 

The State is pushing to completion 
as rapidly as possible the connected 
system of 11,300 miles of State high- 
ways now adopted and is giving in- 
creased aid to counties and towns for 
the county and town systems. A pay- 
as-you-go policy has been inaugurated. 
We pledge the vigorous prosecution of 
work on highway continuance and 
maintenance, 


Paoblic Utilities: 
Unmoved by clamor and demagogic 
agitation, the present Administration 
has undertaken a more efficient regu- 


lation of the public utilities with exact 
justice to the public and to those who 
serve the public. It has established 
the practice of basing action upon 
ascertained facts. Under the last 
Democratic Administration rates and 
fares were greatly increased and sev- 
eral were allowed to deteriorate. 

We congratulate the public upon the 
fact that better service at lowered 
rates is now assured and we pledge 
the continuance of that work along 
sane and just lines, which in the end 
is the only way permanent public bene- 
fits can be secured. 


Rapid Transit Conditions. 
In New York City transit conditions 
have for years been deplorable and in 
1921 had reached a critical stage. The 


transit facilities of the city were 
crowded beyond the point of human 
endurance. The equipment of many of 
the lines, cars and tracks alike had 
been allowed to sink into a state of 
disrepair disgraceful to the city. With 
the surrender of many companies to 
receivership, lines had been abandoned 
utterly, and whole systems covered by 
a single fare had disintegrated, with 
the resultant collection of double and 
often treble fares. Many hundreds of 
free transfer points had been abol- 
ished. 

The city was paying from taxes the 
interest upon its own investment in 
the rapid transit lines, designed by 
this time to have been paid from the 
receipts from operation. The five-cent 
fare of the past had in effect disap- 
peared. Most serious of all, in the 
face of enormous increases of traffic, 
not a new line had been provided for, 
and even the completion of vital 
branches contracted for in 1913 had 
been delayed. The future was further 
complicated through the inability of 
the companies to borrow for construc- 
tion purposes, and the further fact 
that the constitutional borrowing ca- 
pacity of the city had practically been 
exhausted. 

In this situation of chaos and con- 
fusion, with the local City Administra- 
tion either unwilling or powerless to 
act, Governor Miller and the State 
Legislature performed a great and 
timely service by intervening. This 
intervention involved no violation of 
the principal of home rule and no de- 
parture from precedent. From _ the 
beginning commissions having Juris- 
diction of rapid transit have been 
State commissions. This was so under 
the last Democratic State Administra- 
tion, which reorganized the commis- 
sion but left it as a State-appointed 
agency. 

oday, by virtue of the orders of 
the Transit Commission, hundreds of 
additional subway trains have been 
provided, new cars and other needed 
equipment have been ordered at a 
capital cost to the companies of more 
than $7,000,000, and the time brought 
measurably nearer when there will be 
a seat for every passenger in all but 
the peak rush hours. Inter-company 
leases have been, or are about to be, 
modified so as to reclaim millions for 
the benefit of service. Plans have 
been prepared for new Hines and ex- 
tensions, and, what is of even greater 
practical importance, plans for raising 
the money to build the new lines with-~ 
out further use of the city’s cramped 
credit have been devised. 

We unreservedly commend Governor 
Miller, the Republican Legislature 


- and the Transit Commission for this 
~courageous and constructive program. 


Particularly do we commend the com- 
mission’s adherence to a _ five-cent 
fare and its announced purpose to 
correct the results of the policy of 
the present city Administration 
through which a continuous ride and 
reasonable transfer for a five-cent 
fare has been denied to the people. 


Port Developments. 


The proper development and co- 
ordination of terminal facilities in the 





* {slature accordingly passed a bill 


Port of New York will reduce waste 
and excessive terminal charges which 
are now a burden to both producer 
and consumer. That work, indispen- 
sable to the prosperity of the city, 
State and nation, has for many years 
been neglected. Action has at last 
been substituted for ifiaction. A port 
district and a port authority have 
been created, and a_ constructive, 
far reaching plan for the future de- 
velopment of the port adopted. We 
pradae the energetic execution of that 
plan. 


Home Rule. 

We reaffirm our: previous declara- 
tion in favor of granting to all cities 
and villages adequate powers of self- 
government and control over their 


local. affairs and property and the 
transaction of municipal business, 
subject to proper constitutional safe- 
gards and the general laws of the 
State, but free from legislative in- 
terference in purely local matters. 

There Has been much demagogy in 
the discussion of this subject, and 
those who cry for home rule the loud- 
est have often been the first to appeal 
to the Legislature to violate the prin- 
ciple. We commend Governor Miller 
for his action in vetoing bills ema- 
nating from the City of New York, 
which .,were supported by the local 
officials, because they violated the 
home rule principle. 


Agriculture. 


The Republican Party has always 
stood for the encouragement and im- 
provement of agriculture. "the burden 
of direct State taxes on real estate 
was reduced nearly $13,000,000 last 


year and will be reduced more than 
$16,000,000 this year as compared with 
the last Democratic year. That is a 
direct benefit to agriculture. For bet- 
ter administration, the Department of 
Farms and Markets has been reor- 
ganized under a single head. The work 
of combating the enemftes of both plant 
and animal life has been vigorously 
So < and increased appropriations 

ave been made for slaughtered ani- 
mals. 

Additional protection has been af- 
forded both the producer and con- 
sumer from spurious imitations. Vig- 
orous efforts have been made to detect 
and prevent frauds in the sale of feed, 
fertilizer and seeds. Improved meth- 
ods of daily market reports have been 
inaugurated. Expert advice and as- 
sistance in matters of transportation 
have been supplied. Hncouragement 
has been afforded the co-operative 
movement. Extraordinary expendi- 
tures are being made to improve 
transportation facilities, adequate 
storage and marketing facilities, ade- 
quate means of obtaining bank credit, 
adequate trangportation facilities, 
more orderly marketing methods are 
the needs alike of both producer and 
consumer. 

While recognizing the fact that the 
solution of these problems will depend 
on the enterprise and effort of ‘those 
affected, we pledge the continuance of 
the present policy of the State to aid 
and encourage in every legitimate way 
the development and improvement of 
such methods and facilities. 


Labor. 


The Republican Party has always 
been the friend of labor. One of its 
cardinal principles is the protection of 


American labor from the underpaid 
labor of other countries. It stands for 
the principle of the living wage and 
for the protection of all in the right to 
work. It initiated and has perfected 
the laws of this State to protect women 
and children in industry, to safeguard 
life and limb, to improve working con- 
ditions and to assure compensation to 
injured workmen. Under the present 
Administration the labor laws have 
been revised so as to improve their 
enforcement. The benefits of the 
Workmen’s Compensation law have 
been extended and its provisions im- 
proved so as to facilitate the prompt 
settlement of claims, to supply medical 
attention as long as needed, instead 
of for a limited time only, and to 
eliminate the defense by insurance 
carriers that a risk insured by them is 
not within the terms of the act. 


The Housing and Fuel Emergencies. 


The Republican Party stands for the 
principle that the general interest is 
superior to selfish interest. It believes 
in preserving unimpaired the constitu- 


tional guarantees of life, liberty and 
property, but it recognizes the truth 
that emergencies may require the sub- 
ordination of individual liberty and the 
use of private property in the general 
interest. The State intervened in the 
housing shortage to protect the public 
from extortion. Rent profiteering was 
curbed. Illegal combinations formed 
to increase the prices of building ma- 
terials and supplies were broken up. 
In characteristic fashion the State 
has intervened with promptness, cour- 
age and energy in the present fuel 
shortage to assure an equitable distri- 
bution of fuel and to prevent profiteer- 


ing. 

Intolerable suffering and distress 
among those least able to protect 
themselves, which otherwise might 
have occurred, have thus been averted 
and fair play has been assured to all. 


Our World War Veterans. 


In recognition of the debt of grat- 
titude to our World War veterans 
and of obligation to make provision 


for the wounded and disabled, the 
Legislature adopted for submission to 
the people a constitutional amend- 
ment which, if adopted, will authorize 
the State, with the further approval 
of the people, to issue bonds for the 
payrrent of additional compensation. 
In addition, it appropriated $1,000,000 
for the immediate relief of the dis- 
abled and $3,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of the Creedmoor Hospital for the 
treatment of mental cases. We pledge 
the next Republican Legislature to 
the repassage of the constitutional 
amendment. 


Legal Status of Women. 


We favor an impartial investigation 
of the laws concerning women’s rights 


to domicile, property and guardian- 
ship of children, in order that if in- 
equalities are found to exist which 
work injustice to women, remedial 
legislation based upon exact knowl- 
page may be enacted. 


Women and Party Committees. 


Governor Miller, in his message of 
Jan. 4, 1922, recommended provision 
for equal participation of women with 


men in party management. The Leg- 
ro- 
viding for the election of two members 
from each election district on county 
committees. We favor the application 
of this principle to the State commit- 
tees and such changes in the unit of 
representation of State committees as 
will permit this to be brought about.

ALBANY, Sept. 28.—George K. Morris 
of Amsterdam, County Chairman of

LONDON, Sept. 28.—The Cabinet has | 
been in almost continuous session to- 
day over the Near Eastern crisis. 
Although no announcement has been 
made of its decisions there is no doubt 
that it regards the situation as ex- 
ceedingly delicate and its uneasiness is 
increased by lack of full information as 
to what is going on. 

Press dispatches concerning the ad- 
vance of Turkish cavalry from Erenkeui 
toward Asmali Tepe are declared to be 
accurate, but nothing is yet known here 
es to how the British counter-move in 
support of the outpost’ at Kenaz has 
worked out. It.is recognized clearly 
that /such operations, small in them- 
selves, may have most serious conse- 
quences and the anxiety for news of 
developments is very keen. 

So far there is no clear indication of 


the attitude Mustapha Kemal is likely 
te assume. His reply to Sir Charles 
Hariugton’s request that he would ob- 
@erve the neutral zone was considered 
by the Cabinet this morning and deemed 
evasive and unsatisfactory, but there is 
still hope that in accordance with the 
well-known methods of Oriental diplo- 
a it was framed so as to cause dis- 
cussion and delay before the real points 
at issue came up for decision.

NEW BRITISH POLICY

Elimination of Constantine May 
Open Way for Resistance to 
Turkish Demands. 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (Associated Press). 
—The abdication of King Constantine of 
Greece, making again possible co-opera- 
tion between Prime Minister Lloyd 
George and ex-Premier Venizelos, may 
cause a lightning change tn Great Brit- 
ain’s policy toward ghe Turks, accord- 
ing to well-informed circles here today. 

It is asserted in these circles that a 
possible new conjunction of these two 
former co-workers fs the explanation of 
the studied attitude of pessimism which 
since yesterday has been radiating from 
10 Downing Street. 

With Constantine out of the way it is 
claimed there will be once more a 
chance of reorganizing the best forces of 
Greece under Venizelos, whose Cretan 
soldiers were the backbone of the army 
and until Constantine replaced the of- 


ficers with his own sympathizers, es- 
pecially with Generats untrained and in- 
experienced in the great wars. 

It is pointed out that the present revo- 
lutionists in Greece are reported to be 
not only pro-Venizelist, but pro-Ally, 
and further that they are men who be- 
lieve heart and soul in the Greater 
Greece.

PARIS, Sept. 28 (Asscciated Press).-- 
A Provisional Government, consisting of 
twelve officers, will rule Greece until a 
civil Government is established, accord- 
fing to a telegram from Athens, dated 6 
e’clock this morning, ana received by 
the Greek Legation nere. 

The Greek Crown [ince today took 
the oath as King in the presence of the 
Ministers of the Triantafillakos Cabinet, 
according to a Havas dispatch from 
Athens. 

A telegram to the Greek Legation here 
describing the formation of a Revolu- 
tionary Committee in Athens, after re- 
citing events already known, says: 

“The spirit and aims of the reyolu- 
tionary movement being essentially na- 
tionalist, it was, from the first moment, 
warmly welcomed by all, and the entire 
population as well as the army at 
Athens, received the revolutionary forces 
which entered the capital yesterday af- 
ternoon with enthusiasm. 

“The revolutionary movement suc- 
ceeded in uniting all Athens for the 
gafety of the country. All, without ex- 
min, ov forgetting their hatreds and 
political passions and including the roy~ 
alists and reactionaries, grouped them- 
selyes in the national union movement, 
represented by the revolutionists.’’ 

Explaining the progress of the revo- 
lution, the telegram says: 

** After the retreat of the Greek armies 
in Asia Minor, all the officers, the 
people and the army became convinced 
that the abdication of King Constantine 
Was necessary, inasmuch as his presence 
was an obstacle in the way of our na- 
tional interests, both for domestic and 
foreign affairs, since as King hé no 
longer enjoyed the confidence of the 
allied powers and those powers allied 
with Greece.

How the Revolt Started. 


MITYLENE, Sept. 28 (Associated 
Press).—All Greece, including her 
islands, is aflame with the revolution 
which began Monday night on this his- 
toric island in the Aegean Sea. 

Seventy-five thousand: disaffected sol- 
diers who were driven out of Smyrna by 
the forces of Mustapha Kemal Pasha, 
stormed the Governor-General’s palace 


and imprisoned all the officials, includ- 
ing the Governor and Generals Braca 
and Franzo. They took possession of 
the telegraph lines and of the radio, go 
that Athens would not know the revolt 
was under way. Their next move was 
to seize the port officers and to take 
over command of the battleships Lemnos 
and Kilkos. 

Then they commandeered all the ves- 
selg in the harbor, including the Greek 
transatlantic liners Megali, Hellas and 
Patris. ‘Before embarking for Piraeus 
on these vessels the exbliors paraded 
the streets with Venizelist banners and 
effigies of Constantine, 

Shouting ‘‘ Down with Constantine '’. 
and ‘‘ We want Crown Prince George,” 
the troops fired revolvers and sang the 
Venizelist hymn. While these demon- 
strations were in progress 60,000 fugt- 
tives from Smyrna, suffering from 
fright, hunger and exposure, were too 
stunned or dejected to participate in the 
insurrection. 

Amid the scene of disorder and excite- 
ment a dramatic figure was A. K, Jen- 
nings of New York, of the Near East 
Relief, who is attempting single-handed 
to alleviate the sufferings and quiet the 
fears of the distracted fugitives. On 
the initiative and enterprise of Mr. Jen- 
nings a steady gtream of boats is kept 
running between Mitylene Island and 
Smyrna, taking off refugees from the 
inland and survivors of the Smyrna fire. 

At first the captains of Greek boats 
refused to go to Smyrna, fearing they 
would be seized by the Kemalists, but 
Mr. Jennings arranged to have them 
discard their Greek flags and convoyed 
by American torpedo boat destroyers to 
Smyrna.

PARIS, Sept. 28—-The Greek revolu- 
tion came formally into the peace nego- 
tiations with Turkey when the French 
Cabinet decided today that no changes 
in the Government of Greece, whatever 
their nature, could affect one way or 
another the conditions laid down in the 
allied decision of last Saturday. 

Following the Cabinet meeting at Ram- 
bouillet, President Millerand’s Summer 
home, a communiqué was issued saying: 

“*The Council of Ministens has decided 
that the developments which have taken 
place in Greece shall not change the 


resolutions of France, which were taken 
in accord with the Allies and which are 
contained in the proposals communicated 
to Mustapha Kemal Pasha.’’ 

_What this means in general is that the 
F rench see no new reason for being easy 
on Greece because Greece has thrown 
out Constantine. In particular it means 
that.France does not intend to aid any 
Greek plan by which ex-Premier Veni- 
zelos, the friend of the Allies, would re- 
turn to Greece in the hope of keeping 
Eastern Thrace, which’ the Allies last 
Saturday decided to give to the Turks.

Counter-Revolationary Measures 
Were Planned, but Abandoned 
on Constantine’s Order. 


ATHENS, Sept. 28 (Associated Press). 
—The tumult that culminated in the 
abdication of Constantine hag . suffi- 
elently subsided to allow a retrospect 
of what has occurred. 

In the first place, the revolution so 
far has been bloodless. Insurgent 
troops from the Greek islands where 
the movement had ita inception landed 
at Piraeus, entered the capital and now 
are barracked in the public buildings, 
eccupying the city without bloodshed. .

and finally became masters of the situ- 
tion, the Royalist troops being led back 
to their quarters. 

Constantine's manifesto abdicating in 
favor of his eldest son followed. The 
King at first intended to resist the in- 
surrectionary movement, 8 
and Prince Nicholas, hig rother, - 
vising such a course, but the ons:

making an effective resistance, and the 
counter-revolutionary preparations were 
ordered stopped. 

Constantine’s abdication came after 
dramatic scenes, with the palace sur- 
rounded by an angry mob of revolu- 
tionists demanding his dethronement.

Nevertheless, seeing that this false idea 
is leading the country into eivil war, 
and pelieving that civil strife would 
constitute a final blow to my country, 
I have decided to avoid it by sacrificing 
myself, and I hereby abdicate.”’

“Yielding to the solemnly expressed 
will of the Greek people, I returned to 
Greece in December, 1920, und reas- 
sumed my royal duties.

CONSTANTINE MAY GO 
TO DENMARK TO LIVE 


Switzerland No Longer Appeals 
to Him—Christopher Disclaims 
Any Ambition to Rule. 


PARIS, Sept. 28 (Associated Press).— 


Constantine of Greece will go to Den- 
mark, according to a statement made 
to The Associated Press tonight by the 
Marshal of the Court of Prince and 
Princess Christopher of Greece. 
Constantine, the Marshal said, isa 
Prince of Denmark by virtue of the fact 
that his father was a Danish Prince. 


He added that unless Denmark raises 
objections the abdicated monarch prob- 
ably would find a haven there. Switzer- 
land no longer appeals to Constantine 
and he will return to his late place of 
exile in Lucerne only as a last resort. 

Speaking for Prince Christopher and 
the Princess, who was the widow of 
William B. Leeds, the American “ tin- 
plate king'’ when she married the 
Greek Prince, the Marshal said: 

“So far as Prince and _ Princess 
Christopher are concerned, there is no 
uestion of their ascending the Greek 
throne. They both are quite happy in 
Paris, and they do not believe their 
happiness would be increased by assum- 
ing the throne, especially under exist- 
ing circumstances. 

** Furthermore, Christopher is the last 
in a long line of successors to the 
throne. If Prince George later abdi- 
cates, then Prince Paul, the youngest 
son of Constantine, would succeed. 
After him in line comes Prince George, 
Constantine’s brother, who lives in 
Saint Cloud, France, and is married to 
Princess Marie Bonaparte.

RETURN OF VENIZELOS 
IS DOUBTED IN PARIS 


Bat ex-Premier Remains Silent, 
Declaring He Wishes ‘to Be 
Considered as Dead.’ 


PARIS, Sept. 28 (Associated Press).— 
The return of former Premier Venizelos 
to Greece is regarded as highly unlikely 
in Greek circles in Paris, especially in 
view of the attitude adopted by the 
French Cabinet today. Now that the 
Cabinet has decided that the abdication 
of Constantine will not change the 
French attitude toward Greece, the sup- 
porters of Venizelos believe that tne 
former Premier would not return except 
with definite guarantees of certain allied 
support. 

Despite this feeling, observers are 
united in aggerting that Venizelos is the 
one man who can restore Greece to her 
proper place among the nations. 

Venizelos, who is expected to:reach 
Paris from Deauville Saturday, refused 
to say a single word on the situation. 
He will confer with his intimates in 
Paris and may then announce his defi- 
nite decision. 

‘I wish to be considered as dead,”’ 
was the reply of Venizelos to a question 
as to the part he might play under the 


new Government in Greece, says the 
Deauville correspondent of the Petit 
Parisien. Forty-five other correspon- 
dents had telegraphed to the former 
Premier asking to be received, but his

M. Venizelos maintains the same im- 
penetrable reserve even with his intl- 
mate friends. The first news of the 
Greek revolution and Constantine’s ab-

asking: ‘‘ What would you do if asked

Venizelos merely said: ‘‘ Take some 
more hors-d’oeuvres,’’ but his voice 
shook, betraying the depth of his emo- 
tion. One had only to look at his face 
to realize that the vindication of the 
party leader had not obliterated the 
sorrow of the patriot. 

His familiars who know the depth of 
the wound caused by the collapse of his 
dreams of greatness for his country are 
careful to refrain from discussing 
Greece or the Near East in his presence. 
When by accident a word slips out, 
Venizelos keeps silent. 


SAVE 20,000 AT SMYRNA 
UNDER AMERICAN FLAG 


Our Navy Is Striving to Help 
Rescue the 40,000 Remain- 
ing Refugees. 


SMYRNA, Sept. 28 (Assoclated Press). 
—Ten Greek-owned vessels steamed into 
the harbor tonight under the protection 
of the American flag and took off 20,000 
refugees and victims of the fire. The 
American navy under Rear Admiral 
Bristol {is striving valiantly to save the 
remainder, who number not less than 
40,000. 

Admiral Bristol hopes to obtain an ex- 
tension of the time Hmit for the evacua- 
tion of the last of the outcasts beyond 
Sept. .30, the date fixed by the Turkish 
authorities. 

Oscar S. Heizer, American Consul at

Turks Said te Oppose Armistice. 


LONDON, Sept. 28.—An exchange tel- 
egraph dispatch from Paris gives the 
report that the Angora Assembly, in 
seeret session, decided to notify Kemal 
Pasha that it was unable to agree to 
any cessation of hostilities or participa- 
tion in the peace conference until the 
restoration to Turkey of all its terri- 


tories, in accordance with the national 
pact. 

Latest advices are to the effect that 
there has been no collision between the 
Turkish and British forces in the 
Chanak gone, and that seems to be the 
only satisfying aspect of a very threat- 
ening sityation. Friendly messages 
have been exchanged between General 
Harington, the British commander at 
Constantinople, and Kemal! Pasha, dis- 
cussing the respective viewpoints in an 
amicable manner, but the Kemalists 
show not the slightest disposition to 
recede from their position and refuse 
to withdraw their troops from the 
Chanak sector. 

On the other hand, according to Goy- 
ernment dispatches and correspondents 
on the spot, an additional Turkish force 
entered the neutral zone today, and 
there is a constant increase in the Turk- 
ish troops in both the Chanak and Is- 
mid sectors. Not only do the Kemalists

‘HARINGTON A TRIED SOLDIER. 


Made a Record as a Strategist in the 
World War. 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (Associated Press). 
Brig. Gen. Sir Charles Harington, Com- 
mander of the British forces in Constan- 

|tinople, into whose hands has been 
| placed the issue of determining between 
peace and war along the Dardanelles, is 
held by military experts to be one of the 
ablest British soldiers of modern his- 


tory. There is much of the diplomat in 
him but he tis typically a fighter. 

During the war; when General Har- 
ington, as Chief of Staff of the Second 
British Army, planned the brilliant 
strokes which made that army world 
famous, experts frequently remarked 
that he was fully competent to be Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the British Expedi- 
tionary Forces, should occasion arise. 

The present British commander in 
Constantinople is a quiet, a rather retir- 
ing man. of pleasing personality. One 
needs to talk with him only a few mo- 
ments to realize that he is possessed of 

reat ability and force of character. 
fiis firm mouth and penetrating eyes 
give an early warning that he is not to 
be trifled with. He has a cool, analy- 
tical mind and an almost uncanny fore- 
sight—some have called it a super- 
abundance of horse sense. 

It was this, coupled with his long ex- 
perience as an active fighter, which en- 
abled him te outguess the Germans dur- 
ing the war. Those who,knew him well 
during the great conflict*cannot recall a 
time, even during the periods which 
looked blackest for the Allies, when he 
showed any signs of emotion or 
“nerves.”” He was always the same 
cool and collected man who could divert 
his attention from matters of grave 
moment to attend to some comparatively 
unimportant detail without losing his 
balance. 

One of his outstanding characteristies, 
which is probably linked up with his 
analytic mind, was his ability to give 
justice to all. He invariably placed the 
credit or blame where it belonged and, 
as an indication of his bigness, he was 
always free to admit when an error of 
jedgment had been made by the British 
n the campaign. 

General Harington is 50 years of age. 
He served on the British staff in the 
South African war and was mentioned 
in dispatches twice, receiving the deco- 
ration of the Distinguished Service 
Order. He served throughout the Buro- 
pean war. and following the armistice 
was Deputy Chief of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff.

GRAVE THEFT AND FIRE 
HINT INSURANCE FRAUD 


Ex-Soldier Sought When Burned 


Torso Is Found—He Planned 
Leaving Country. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 
Press).—Authorities here today re- 
doubled their efforts to find Harry 
Brenn, 27 years old, who has been miss- 
ing since his garage at Oakville, Mo., 
was destroyed by fire last Tuesday 
morning, and who js sought in connec- 
tion with what the police term one ot | 
the most grewsome mysteries in local | 
police history. 

The police announced that they had 
established that a charred torso at first 
believed to be that of Brenn, which was 
found in the debris of the fire, was that 
of Miss Celeste Schneider, 18, whose 
corpse was stolen from its grave in 
Mount Hope Cemetery on Monday night. 

Maintaining that she believed her hus- 
band, who it was learned carried a total 
of $16,000 life insurance, had died in the 
garage blaze, Mrs. Brenn, 22, a German 
war bride with an eleven months’ old 
infant in her arms, denied, according to 
the police, that she had conspired with 
her husband to collect the insurance, 
which is the theory of the police. 

Mrs. Brenn and August Schneider, a 
meat cutter:and tne dead girl’s father, 
are held in jail at Clayton, Mo. Schnai- 
der also maintains that he has no knowl- 
edge of the grave robbery and the fire. 

Dressed in mourning, Mrs. Brenn said 
the last she had seen of her husband 
was on Monday night heforé he left 
home in answer to a telephhone calf for 
road servic3. Brenn’s garage burned to 
the ground early on Tuesday seaiieied 
seven hours after he left home. 

Mrs. Brenn said she had planned to | 
have the charred body found in the fire | 
ruing,. cremated as that of her husband, 
but the cremation was held up after 
autopsy authorities discovered the body 
was that of a girl. 

The police asserted that further inves- 
tigation revealed the following alleged 
facts: 

That Brenn and his wife were plan- 
ning going’ to Germany to live as soon 
as they accumulated necessary funds, 
according to Mrs. Florida Adams, 
Brenn's mother, 

That Mrs. Brenn had told her sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Marie Ehlen, that she 
would return to Germany, where she 
married Brenn while he was in the 
American Army of Occupation, as soon 
as the claims from Brenn’s life insur- 
ance were bettled. 

That the undertaker who had charge 
of Miss Schneider's funeral identified a 
piece of cloth which was found on the 
charred body as similar to the material 
he used in the girl’s shroud. 

Incisions made in the girl's body for} 
embalming purposes were found in the | 
burned torso.

Fire Protection. 


Allotments of $400,000 of Federal funds 
to States co-operating with the Govern- 
ment in protecting forest lands from fire 
been completed by the United 
States Forest Service, according to an 
announcement issued by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

This sum, together with at least an

ADVISES HOW TO USE COAL. 


Economy to Householders. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—There is 
timely information for the householder | 
the Navy De- 
partment on the economical use of an- | 
thracite in furnaces and stoves. 


Referring to the manner in which 
anthracite fires should be handled and 
pointing out the advantage of using the 
smaller and cheaper sizes, the circular 
SaAyvS: . 

* at@Phieht, after the fire is shaken 
down and some of the large coal put 
on, the fire can be banked for the night 
by shoveling on a top dressing of No. 1 
buckwheat. This top dressing tends to 
hold down the draft and aids in the 
proper combustion of the coal body as 
a whole. ee 

‘‘In the morning, at least in mild 
weather, the furnace should be shaken 
down as usual and fired with some of 
the regular coal. After the fire has_be- 
gun burning well it can be checked or 
banked by using a quantity of the fine 
coal as top. dressing. 

“The two sizes of coal never should 
be mixed, but kept in separate bins. The 
buckwheat should be used only as a 
top dressing, and should not be used ex- 
cept with the larger sizes of anthracite. 

“The ordinary furnace does-not have 
sufficient draft to produce satisfatcory 
results when buckwheat is used with 
either chestnut or pea coal. 

“If you have a good bed of fire put 
the egg coal on first and then add a 
smaller amount of pea coal.’’

That there might be no misunderstand- 
irg of Russia’s attitude, Mr. Sumner 
said that Tchitcherin gave him the fol- 
lewlIng signed statement: 

‘The Russian people and Govern- 
ment are genuine in their desire to re- 
establish comercial relations with Amer- 
ica. Russia today has practical aims. 
What she desires is. trade. She will 
welcome the re-establishing of such 
trede relations in any form that can be 
| developed along practical lines between 
jherself and American interests. The 
Kussian Government will glady receive 
jin Russia any serious and properly qual- 
|ified American business man or com- 
jirrercial and \industrial groups who will 
come with practical ais for preliminary 
negotiations and discussions prepara- 
tory to establishing such ways for re- 
storing trade.”’ 

Commenting on the agreement between 
Krassin and Leslie Urquhart, Mr. Sum- 
ner said: i 

‘It is purel-- a trade agreement or 
business deal, and in no sense political. 
The important thing is its substance and 
practical effect. Although the Soviet 
Government has not abandoned its policy 
of ‘State ownership,’ it has granted a 


ninety-nine year lease with rights: 


equally effective to absolute ownership; 
similarly, while refusing to recognize 
compensation,’ it has agreed to give 
effective recompense to a maximum of 
£2,000,060. of which £150,000 will be paid 
in gold and the balance by fifteen-year

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WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The general

AB soon as the stocks are exhausted, 
however, he said, there will be a rush 
to America.

@tated, as transportation facilities in 
the United States are now insufficient 
to transport foodstuffs to the seaboard 
fer export. 

Grains particularly will be needed by 
Burope, Mr. Hoover declared. Exhaus- 
tive surveys of Continental grain crops 
for the current year indicate a shortage 
im wheat alone, of more than 160,000,000 
bushels, to say nothing of discrepancies 
im other bread grains.

Steadiness has been mentioned as a 
part of defensive play, and the Giants 
can play ‘‘tighter’’ ball than any 
other team in baseball if they have to. 
McGraw’s managerial genius and Ban- 
croft’s smartness make the defense flex- 
ible and readily adaptable to condl- 
tions—more 80 than the Yankees, 
Frisch's great speed and his headlong 
dives make such a system more pos- 
sible. The Yankees will play steady 
ball, but they won’t play batters as 
well. For example, they. played Earl 
Smith of the Giants badly last October, 
and the’ only reason that damage did 
not result was because Harl didn’t hit 
and was benched after catching in only 
two games. 

After all, the major part of the 
Yankee defensive system will be the 
pitching. From that general angle they 
are better equipped thanethe Giants for 
a world’s series, where low score games 
are the rule. The Yanks will follow the 
rule that the best defense is air-tight 
pitching. The Giants will depend on 
the axiom that the best defense is a 
good offense, especially when combined 
an excellent fielding and resourceful-

Anglo-American Team Gets Cup 
and Prizes Offered for Winner 
of Philadelphia Play.

WESTBURY, L. I., Sept. 28.—Harle 
Hopping’s Hastcott four, runners-up to 
the Argentines for the Champion Cup Jin 
England last Summer, this afternoon 
won a double victory over the great) 
| Meadow Brook team on International 
Field in the presence of some ten thou- 
sand spectators. They not only defeated 
the wearers of the robin’s egg blue silks 
by a score of 14 goals to 10 for the right 
to enter the final match of the tourna- 
ment against Shelburne on Saturday, 
but their victory also brought them the 
cup and individual prizes offered for the 
winner of the recent tournament in Phil- 
adelphia. 

Eastcott was granted a handicap of 
three goals by the Meadow Brook com- 
bination, but the Anglo-Americans were 
not forced to call upon their allowance 
to win, defeating their opponents by the 
margin of a single goal playing on the 
flat. Meadow Brook defaulted to Hast- 
cott in the final of the Philadelphia 
tournament because of the tragic death 
of their fellow-member, C. C. Rumsey. 
The Eastcott players declined to take 
the cup offered jointly by the Phila- 
delphia Country Club and the Bryn 
Mawr Polo Club, and also defaulted. 
So it was agreed that they play off this 
afternoon for the trophy and the indi- 
vidual prizes, which was a welcome 
solution to both teams.

DOING IT PIECEMEAL. 


President BUTLER suggests a world 
economic conference at Washington, 
but insists upon shrewd limitations. 
He would have the politicians stand 
aside and let the trained brains of the 
various nations work at their joint 
financial problem, Presumably, he 
does not forget that this is exactly 
what was attempted this Summer at 
The Hague. A purely financial con- 
|gress there was expected to accom- 
‘plish what the mixture of finance and 
politics at Genoa could not do. That 
hope was disappointed.

The reference is, of course, to the 
agreement signed a month ago by 
Herr STINNES and M. DE LUBERSAC, 
the latter being President of the 
French co-operatives. The plan is 
simplicity itself. Any Frenchman 
with house or factory destroyed may 
apply direct to the Stinnes company, 
which undertakes to furnish material 
for rebuilding. The labor is to be 
purely French, as the difficulty of 
introducing German workingmen was 
found to be insurmountable. The 
Stinnes company undertakes to charge 
prices no, higher than those for cor- 
responding French material, and on 
the capital which it advances it is to 
receive a return of 6 per cent. A 
system of joint control is provided by 
which the French shall have oversight 
of the assembling and shipping of the 
building material, while the Germans 
have a hand in its proper distribu- 
tion. The French Government con- 
| tents itself with pointing out that the 
undertaking conforms with the de- 
cisions reached at Berlin on June 3, 
and with adding that while it looks 
with favor upon the plan it is not 
called upon officially either to approve 
or disapprove of it. Meanwhile, the 
scheme is marching, materials to the 
value of 3,000,000 francs having al- 
ready been delivered. 

No one will pretend that these indi- 
vidual and partial measures can go to 
the root of the whole question.

THE BOMBER CASUALTIES. 

The military board that inquired 
into the fatal accident at Mitchel 
Field on the night of Sept. 23 could 
deal only with a very small body of 
evidence. Lieutenant RaymMonp E. 
Davis, the pilot, and the five men in 
the plane with. him were killed. No 
ante-mortem statement was made to 
throw light upon the cause of the 
accident. The machine was totally 
wrecked. Again and again have 
boards of inquiry learned nothing 
definite about the fall or collapse of 
military airplanes in broad daylight. 
An incomplete list shows that about 
thirty army officers and men already 
have been killed this year. In two 
eases planes collided during games or 
manoeuvres, but when a single ma- 
chine has fallen the cause has often 
remained obscure. The engine may 
have ‘‘ gone dead"’; the pilot may 
have lost contro! of the plane, or mis- 
calculated his distance from the

The official report of the findings 
has been forwarded to the Secretary 
of War, with whom will rest the de- 
cision to publish it. For the interests 
of the army, which has lost a large 
number of useful officers and skilled 
mechanicians in the aviation branch 
since the armistice, the report should 
not be pigeonholed. Only a_ brief 
summary is now available. It was 
found. that Lieutenant Davis could 
not have been confused by the power- 
ful searchlights playing through the 
air, for they had been turned off a 
few minutes before the bomber fell. 
The plane is believed to have been 
structurally in good order. The evo- 
lution of a figure 8 which was 
performed before the accident had 
been prescribed. If control was in 
issue, the court found in favor of 
the pilot. There was evidence of a 
haze beneath him as he planed down 
to make a landing, such a mist or 
light fog as is common enough in the 
Autumn. The court judged that it de- 
ceived Lieutenant Davis as to his dis- 
tance from the field and that he must 
have struck the earth at too high a 
speed.

AMERICA AND THE NEAR EAST 


Our Interest in Great Britain’s Pres- 
ent Emergency. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your. editorial this morning entitled 
‘“‘Near Hast Upsets ”’. is indeed most ra- 
tional, but, I’ venture to say, errs on the 
| other side in too greatly minimizing the 
consequences which may ensue from 
this crisis in the Near East, con- 
sequences which may be catastrophic 
to the British Empire and _ which, 
therefore, are to be viewed with 
alarm by the American Republic. 

¢* © * Jt is no time for po- 
litical recriminations or for national 
jealousies; but to realize the fact that 
European diplomacy was leading in- 
evitably to the present situation, and 
that the teur de force of European po- 
litical commitments since the peace of 
Paris lacks one buttress, that of the 
moral and physical might of the Amer- 
ican nation, 

Whatever our opinion as to _ the 
righteousness or otherwise of the po- 
litical expedients of Versailles, it is a 
moment for a united front. If our Far 
Eastern conferences and treaties have 
ultimated in a virtual non-intervention 
pact, a “disarmed neutrality,” happily 
not effected, more cannot be expected in 
the Near East; and it is unquestionable 
that there is a formidable interest which 
desires to see the Turk again in Europe, 
and for reasons obvious. That there is 
no one panacea upon which Europe and 
America may agree is the tragic ele- 
ment and, that which affords most con- 
cern. The frantic cries of uninformed 
“transcendental prophets of evil” may 
be the voices in the wilderness or the 
air, and it may be desirable and wise 
to give them heed.

MAINTAINING THE PARKS. 


Their Great Value as.an Attraction 
.to Visitors to the City. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The budget hearings by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment are unique 
and interesting. At the hearing on Mon- 
day when the allowances of the Park 
Departments for next year were under 
consideration, Mayor Hylan and his as- 
sociates, having in mind their frequent 
reminders to keep the’ tax rate within 
bounds, were obviously sincere in wish- 
ing to eliminate as far as possible un- 
necessary expenditures, while the Park 
Commissioners were equally earnest in 
their appeals to the board not to allow 
the appropriations to be cut below the 
required standard for efficiency and ap- 
pearance in keeping the parks as near 
as possible to the present and prospec- 
tive needs of the parks in Greater New 
York. The widespread public interest, 
especially in Central Park, Prospect 
Park, the larger parks in the Bronx, 
and the needs of the rapidly growing 
populations in Queens Borough and in 
Richmond, are indicated by the frequent 
articles in the papers calling for im- 
proved conditions. It is regrettable that 
the public hearings on these important 
questions are not more largely attended 
by citizens and taxpayers interested in 
these great improvements. 

In yiew of the tremendous growth of 
New York as a world centre in 
finance and economics, and more and 
more as an attraction for visitors from 
all parts of the world, and as the archi- 
tecture and public parks are two of the 
most commanding features in creating 
favorable impressions of the city, there 
can be no question of the wisdom, 
as well as. economy, of _ restoring 
the older parks and the development of 
the newer parks in keeping with the 
growth and needs of the greater city. 
These parks and architectural features 
in cities like Paris and Berlin, as, in- 
deed, in some of the Western cities, could 
readily have been for the past decade 
capitalized as of enormous value as an 
asset to the cities. For many years these 
attractions, especially in Paris, have 
been estimated as equivalent to a capi- 
talization of many millions of dollars 
annually, in calling for the admiration 
and visitation of vast numbers of both 
permanent and transient visitors, and it 
should be a matter of pride that these 
attractions of Greater New York should 
be at least kept up with the times in 
these matters. 

The administration of the different 
park departments appears to be compe- 
tently administered and maintained, in 
so far as the present appropriations per- 
mit. And on the final passing of the 
budget for 1923, even should most of 
the requisitions of the various park de- 
partments be allowed—especially as the 
amounts asked for in comparison with 
the budget as a whole are not suffi- 
cient to add a materially increased per- 
centage to the aggregate for the 1923 


budget—there can be little doubt that 
it would a source of gratifica- 
tion to all the people who have pride 
and pp ecnins Y in these ua grounds 
of the a KELSEY.

Under the heading ‘‘ National Humani- 
tarianism’’ Mr. Blayney is quoted in THE 
Timers as saying: ‘‘ Our motives and ideals 
have been doubted, despite the fact of our 
unselfishness in Cuba, the Philippines, in 
Venezuela and in Panama.’ The Spanish 
rule in Cuba was a threat to the peace and 
comfort of the United States.

The Philippines and Porto Rico were ac- 
quired by you for strategic purposes. In 
Venezuela England was menacingly expand- 
ing her colonial territory.

There was 
nothing unselfish in what you have done in 
Panama or Colombia. ~The whole affair has 
been for self-protection. 

It is all very well for Mr. Blayney to 
speak of traditions which have been trans- 
lated into deeds of service, justice, mercy 
and human co-operation. We also—I mean 
we foreignérs—were enraptured to hear the 
idealistic gospel of Woodrow Wilson, but, in 
practice, there was nothing humane in the 
occupation of Haiti and San Dom‘ng0. 

It may be that ‘‘ National Humanitarian- 
ism’’ applies only within your borders, but 
before pretending to express ‘‘in immortal 
terms’’ the highest idealism it will be 
necessary to forbear that dreadful practice 
against humanitarianism which is known as 
lynch law.

Ample dormi- 
tory accommodations were provided for 
all freshmen, while the overflow from 
other dormitories was cared for by pri- 
vate houses in the college district. 

The Sterling chemical laboratory with 
accommodations for 2,600 students was 
one of the new buildings ready for use. 

A good natured groan at each of the 
class registration meetings arose when 
it was announced that there would be 
no fifteen minutes prayers on Sunday 
for those not religious enough for the 
one-hour service at 11 o'clock. All stu- 
dents will be required to attend this 
latter service in Woolsey Hall, which 
can actommodate the entire student 
body.

Extraordinary Measures Taken 
to Deal With Freight 
Congestion. 


NON-ESSENTIALS BARRED 


Tracks to Be Cleared for Dis- 
patch of Food, Fuel and 
Other Necessaries. 


HOPE FOR A BIG CLEAN-UP 


Officials Believe That Record Vol- 
ume of Business Soon Will 
Be Well in Hand. 


Extraordinary measures, consisting of 
embargoes on non-essential freight for 
@ limited period, were announced last 
night by the Pennsylvania Railroad, the 
officials of which said the road had been 
compelled to take such action to prevent 
@ possible freight congestion that might 
Seriously interfere with the prompt 
movement of food, coal, perishable sup- 
Plies and other essentials. 

The Pennsylvania announced the fol- 
lowing ‘steps, which were expected 
clear up the freight situation within the 
next two or three weeks on that road: 

“Freight received from connecting 
railroad lines west of Altoona, Pa., and 


Renovo, Pa., and such freight received | 


from connecting railroad lines east of 
Altoona and Renovo as may be destined 
for points west of these two junctions 
will be limited to food for human con- 
sumption, feed for live stock, live stock, 
perishable products, mine supplies, med- 
icines, fertilizers, seeds, newsprint paper, 
coal, coke and other fuel, petroleum and 
its products in tank cars, surgical in- 
struments, ore, grain, food containers 
and company supplies when consigned to 
an officer of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

“From Oct. 2 to Oct. 11 inclusive, 
freight originating on the Central, 
Scuthwestern and Northwestern Regions 
and freight originating on the Eastern 
Region destined to points in the three 
other regions will also be limited to food 
for human consumption, feed for live 
stock, live stock, perishable products, 
mine supplies, medicines, fertilizers, 
newsprint paper, coal, coke and other 
fuel, petroleum and its products in tank 
cars, surgical instruments, ore, grain, 
food containers, fire brick, limestone, 
colomite, ganister, fluorspar, magdolite, 
kendymag for furnace use and company 
supplies when consigned to an officer of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad."’ 


Hopes for a Clean-Up. 


“It is intended that the clean-up un- 
dertaken during these ten days ‘will 
make it possible thereafter for the com- 
pany to extend its service,’’ explained 
the Pennsylvania statement.

Last Year’s Figures Exceeded. 


** For several months, with its lines 
epen to freight of all kinds,’’ added the 
statement, ‘‘the company been 
handling an unusual volume of business. 
As an indication of the :mmensity of 
the freight movement, the number of 
loaded freight cars handled on this rail- 
road has risen since Sept. 1 to more 
than 173,000 per week as against 96,000 
during the first week vf 1922 and 134,- 
000 a year ago. 

‘‘In the first three weeks of Septem- 
ber, 513,000 cars were handled, as 
against 490,000 in the “irst three weeks 
of August and 385,000 cars during the 
first three weeks of September last 
year. Coal and grain are being moved 


in record-breaking volume. 

‘The season, of the year is now ap- 
proaching wh the railroads are al- 
ways required to move more freight 
than at any other time. The railroads 
of the United States will be expected 
to move this Fall a volume of freight 
comparable with that «f 1920, the year 
in which traffic reached its peak. 

“This situation is the natural result 
of the current unusual demand for coal; 
the bumper grain crops now coming to 
market, and the increase in general busi- 
ness activities. 

** Owing to the concentration in Penn- 
sylvania Railroad territory of coal 
mines, great producing industries and 
large consuming centres, a very larg? 
proportion of this immense traffie nec- 
essarily converges upon the company’s 
lines. A careful review of conditions in- 
dicates that the heigut of the freight 
movement has not yet been reached but 
may be expected within the near future. 

“It is expected as inevitable that the 
company’s facilities in common with 
those of all other roads will be taxed 
beyond their normal capacity. Under 
these circumstances, a clear duty de- 
volves upon the management to take 
such action as will enable it to protect 
the movement of essential commodities, 
and to render the greatest possible ser- 
vice during the Fall and Winter months. 

‘*Tt is proposed by these measures: 

* First: To guard as far as possible 
against any congestion developing in 
the future which might seriously in- 
terfere with the prompt movement of 
food, coal, perishable supplies and other 
essentials; and ae 

*“Second: To provide for the daily 
current movement of unusually large 
quantities of such commodities on this 
railroad.’”’

YOUNGSTOWN SEEKS CARS. 


Independent Steel Companies Ap- 


peal to Washington. 

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, Sept. 28.—Car 
shortage today assumed such a threat- 
ening aspect that independent steel com- 
panies of the Youngstown district ap- 
pealed to Government authorities at 
Washington for relief, announcing at the 
same time that curtailment of operations 
will be necessary next week. 

Cement plants at Bessemer and New- 
castle, Pa., already have been forced 
to cut operations. Chief Inspector 
Thorp of the Ohio Public Utilities Com- 
mission has been here for two days 
trying to get enough cars to ship cement 
to Cleveland for the completion of the 
Baldwin dam there, but said today he 
had been unsuccessful. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad an- 
nounced today that all mill type gon- 
dola cars now in the Eastern coal ser- 
vice have been withdrawn and would 
be rushed to the Pittsburgh and Youngs- 
town steel district.

CONDEMN.RAILROAD STRIKES 


“‘No Less Reprehensible Than Police 
Walkouts,’’ Say Credit Directors.

Chapter II]. 


HOHENLOHE. 


GAIN I was confronted with the 
difficult task of choosing a Chan- 
cellor. His-position and activi- 
ties were to be under somewhat 
about the same auspices and _sub- 

ject to the same conditions as in the 
case of his predecessor. But now there 


_was more of a desire that he should be 


a statesman, an older.man, of cours, 
qualified to inspire Prince Bismarck 
with more confidence than a mere gen- 
erat could do. ’ 

It was assumed that a_ statesman 


| would know better how’ to walk in the 


footsteps of the Prince, politically 
speaking,..and provide Bismarck with 
less opportunity for criticism and at- 
tacks. These latter had tended to cre- 
ate’ gradually among all Government 
officials, who dated mostly from the 
period of Bismarck, an unmistakable 
nervousness and_ dissatisfaction, by 
which the work of the entire govern- 
mental system was impaired to an ex- 
tent by no means inconstderable. More- 
over, it lent to the opposition in the 
Reichstag a constantly renewed strength 
drawn from elements previously faith- 
ful to the Government, and made itself 
felt in a detrimental manner. Espe- 
clally in the Foreign Office, the spirit 
of Holstein, the supposed representative 
of the ‘old, tried Bismarckian tradi- 
tions,’’ began to assert itself, so that 
the unwillingness to collaborate with 
the Emperor became particularly strong 
and the belfef grew up that it was nec- 
essary to carry-on, independently, the 
policy of Bismarck. 

After mature deliberation, I decided 
to entrust the post of Chancellor to 
Prince Hohenlohe, who was then Gov- 
ernor of Alsace-Lorraine. At the out- 
break of the War of 1870 he had suc- 
ceeded, as Bavarian Minister, in get- 
ting Bavaria to enter the war on the 
side of Prussia. Ever since he had 
been highly esteemed by Prince Bis- 
marck on account of his fidelity to the 
empire. It was natural to expect that 
Bismarck’s opposition would cool off 
when confronted with such a successor. 
Thus, the choice of Hohenlohe as Chan- 
cellor was strongly influenced by consid- 
eration for Prince Bismarck and for the 
public opinion inspired by him. 


Prince Hohenlohe was the typical old- | 


style grand seigneur. He was thorough- 
ly urbane by nature and in his dealings 
with others: a man of refined mind, 
with a slight touch of playful frony 
sometimes glinting through, keen on ac- 
count of his years, a level-headed ob- 
server and judge of men. Despite the 
great difference in age between him and 
me he got along very well with me, 
which was shown on the surface by the 
fact that he was treated both by the 
Empress and myself as our uncle,and 
addressed as such, which brought about 
a certain atmosphere of intimate con- 
fidence in our: intercourse. In_ his 
talks With me, especially in giving his 
opinion as to appointments of officials,

2. Surgical operations are unwise for 
the treatment of diseased glands. 

3. Pure sunlight, instead of sunlight 
filtered through windows is demanded. 

4. The intense suffering which chis- 


dren ill with bone tuberculosis experi- 
ence stops speedily under the sun cure 
treatment. 

5. The removal of tonsils and ade- 
noids:has not led to benefit, but to a 
decided aggravation of symptoms. 

Dr. O’Brien described the sanatoria 
on the eastern shore of Long Islana 
Sound where, he said, ‘‘even when the 
ground is covered with snow and the 
ponds with ice, naked children, who are 
winning their uphil fight for health, 
may be seen romping on the beach or 
swimming in the ocean. According to 
our experience, exposure of the entire 
body to the weather, during both Sum- 
mer and Winter, not only does. not 
cause colds, but actually is a most ef- 
fective means of prevention. 

‘‘ Heliotherapy, we have found at the 
seaside, increases weight, cures tubercu- 
losis, and in a most remarkable man- 
ner, stops the suffering from pain.’’ 


GIRL SAVES $3,000 PAYROLL. 


Escapes From Rhode Island Mill as 
Three Men Hold Up the Office. 


PASCOAG, R. I., Sept. 28.—Three 
armed bandits entered the office of the 
Premier Worsted Mills here this morn- 
ing, ‘‘ covered ’’’ a girl stenographer, cut 
the telephone wires and robbed the safe 
of a small sum: Hiding behind a door- 
way they awaited the return of Pay- 
master Fred Bailey and assaulted him. 

Miss Elizabeth Shields, a _~ clerk, 
escaped with the payroll, containing 
more than $3,000, and hid across the 
street from the office, the bandits fir- 
ing at least one shot at her as she 
fled.

using a second car which was hidden 
in the bushes.

A revolver was found in his 
pocket, but he denied taking part in the 
robbery. 


For Ban on Free Tickets to Children. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 28 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—A national movement to 
prohibit distribution of free tickets to 
motion picture shows or other enter- 


tainments arranged for school children 
has been started by Pittsburgh officials 
as a consequence of the collapse of the 
Strand Theatre foyer last week, it be- 
came jpoown today, 
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he offered very characteristic descrip- 
tions of the gentlemen being discussed, 
often combined with philosophical ob- 
servations which proved that he had 
reflected deeply -on life and humanity 
and which were evidence of a maturity 
and wisdom grounded on experience. ; 

Something happened during the first 
period of Hohenlohe’s régime as Chan- 
cellor which throws an interesting Nght 
upon the relations between France and 
Russia. Having, at the time of the fra- 
ternization between Russia and France, 
received reliable information from the 
General Staff as well as from our em- 
bassy at Paris to the effect that France 
contemplated withdrawing a portion of 
her troops from Algeria, in order to 
shift them to Southern France either 
against Italy or against Alsace, I ap- 
prised Czar Nicholas II. of this news, 
adding the remark that I should be 
obliged to adopt counter-measures un- 
less the Czar could dissuade his ally 
from so provocative a step. 


Some Diplomatic Fencing. 


At that time the Russian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs was Prince Lobanoff, 
formerly Ambassador at Vienna, well 
known for his pro-French proclivities. 
During the Summer of 1895 he had vis- 
ited France and been very cordially en- 
tertained. During the Autumn, just as 
I was staying for the hunting at Huber- 
tusstock on the Schorfheide near Ebers- 
walde, Prince Lobanoff, on his return 
journey from Paris, requested to be re- 
ceived in audience, at the behest of the 
Czar.” Upon being received by me he 
described the calm and sensible frame 
of mind which he had found in Paris 
and sought to quiet me too with regard 
to the above-mentioned troop move- 
ments, which, according to him, were 
mere empty rumor and chatter without 
any real basis. He added that he was 
bringing to me the most quieting assur- 
ances, that there was no reason for my 
feeling the slightest alarm. I thanked 
him heartily for his report, remark- 
ing that the word ‘‘ alarm ”’ was not to 
be found in the dictionary of a German 
officer; and I added that, if France and 
Russia wished to make war, I could not 
prevent it. 

Whereupon the Prince, piously casting 
up his eyes toward heaven, made the 
sign of the cross and said: ‘‘ Oh, la 
guerre! quelle idée; qui y pense?—celane 
doit pas étre.’’ (Oh, war! what an idea; 
who thinks of such a thing? it must not 
be.) To that I replied that I, in any 
event, was not thinking about it, but 
that an observer—and he need not be 
very keen-eyed—must assuredly consider 
the constant celebrations and speeches, 
as well as the official and unofficial 
visits exchanged between Paris and St. 
Petersburg, as significant symptoms 
which could not be ignored, and which 
were calculated to arouse great dissatis- 
faction in Germany; that, should it 
come to war, against my own will and 
that of my people, I felt that, trusting 





in God and in my army and people, 
it would be possible for Germany to get 
the better of both opponents. 

To this I added still another state- 
ment, reported to me from Paris, which 
had been made by a Russian officer who 
was in France as a member of an offi- 
cers’ deputation. Having been asked by 
a French comrade whether the Russians 
helieved that they could beat the Ger- 
mans, the gallant Slav replied: ‘* Non, 
mon ami, nous serons battus A plate 
couture, mais qu’est-ce que .ga fait? 
Nous aurons la- République.’’ (No, my 
friend, we shall be thoroughly beaten, 
but what does that matter? We shall 
get a republic.) 


At first the Prince eyed me, speech- 
less, then, shrugging his shoulders, he 
remarked: ‘‘ Oh, la guerre, il ne faut 
pas méme y penser.’’ (Oh, war, one 
must not even think about it.) The 
officer had merely expressed the general 
opinion of the Russian intelligentsia and 
social circles. As far back as my first 
visit to St. Petersburg, in the early 
"80s, a grand duchess said to me at 
dinner, quite calmly: ‘‘ Here we sit all 
the time on a volcano, We expect the 
revolution any day! The Slavs are not 
faithful, they are not at all monarchical, 
all of them are republicans at heart; 
they disguise their sentiments, and they 
lie, every one of them, all the time,” 

Three important events, related to for- 
eign politics, came within the period of 
Prince Hohenlohe’s incumbency of the 
Chancellorship: the opening, in 1895, of 
the Emperor William Canal (North Sea- 
Baltic Canal), begun under Emperor 
William the Great, to which squadrons 
cr individual ships representing coun- 
tries all over the world were invited; 
the annexation, in 1897, of Tsing-tao; 
and, third, the much-discussed Kruger 
dispatch. 


The Selzure of Tsing-tao. 


Prince Hohenlohe played an especially 
important role in the annexation of 
Tsing-tao. He, too, was of the opinion

PARIS, Sept. 28.—The strike against 
revocation of the eight-hour law for 
seamen, which has been simmering in 
all the ports of France during the last 
few weeks and has resulted in an al- 
most complete tie-up of traffic at Mar- 
seilles, is beginning to assume serious 
proportions. ‘There is danger that fol- 
lowing decisions of the Administrative 
Committee of the General Labor’ Federa- 
tion the strike may spread to dockers 
and to port’ railroad workers, and even 
further. 


The eight-hour day, which became a | 


law in the months immediately after the 
war, when the Government was anxious 
by every means to quiet labor, has be- 
come a sacrosanct privilege of French 


workingmen and the fear is general that 
its revocation on board ship will lead 
to further attempts on its curtailment. 
The reason of the French Government 
for extending the hours at sea was the 


solid one that France alone of all coun- | 


tries which agreed to reduce working 
hours to eight has applied the law at 
sea, and the result has been that 
French shipping cannot compete with 
foreign shipping. 

The decision to revoke the law was 
not taken till after long and care- 
ful consideration, and after having 
taken it the Government is determined 
now to uphold it by every means. At 
a Cabinet Council today the situation 
was fully discussed, and the Minister for 
the Mercantile Marine obtained the sanc- 
tion of his colleagues to take all meas- 
ures to Secure by collaboration with the 
navy the working of mail and passenger 
service between France and North 
Africa.

Senator McCormick Prefers Old 
Semi-Editorial to the Modern 
Narrative Style. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—An abandonment 
of the present day narrative style of 
reporting for a return to the old-time, 
semi-editorial sort of newspaper report- 
ing in response to a demand for a more 
informed account of national andl inter- 
national happenings, was predicted to- 
night by United States “Senator Medill 
McCormick in a speech before the Medill 
School of Journalism.

founded there. From conversations 
among the officers of the Russian China 
division, which had come to our ears in 
our intercourse with them, it was 
learned that the Russian Admiral, in ac- 
cordance with orders from his Govern- 
ment, had anchored one Winter in the 
bay, but had found it so desolate and 
so atrociously lonesome—there were no 
tea-houses with Japanese geisha girls, 
which the Russians deemed absolutely 
indispensable to Winter quarters—that 
the Russian squadron would never go 
back there any more. 

It was also reported that the Russian 
Admiral had advised his Government 
most earnestly against prosecuting ary 
further its intention of founding a set- 
tlement on this bay, since there was ab- 
solutely no advantage to be derived from 
it. Hence, the Russians had no inten- 
tion of gaining a foothold there. 

This last piece of news arrived at 
about the same time as the answer from 
the Russian Foreign Minister, Count 
Muravieff, sent through the German 
Ambassador, relative to the sounding of 
| Russian opinion, which had been made 
pursuant to instructions from the Chan- 
cellor. Muravieff set forth that Russia, 
}to be sure, had no direct claims, based 
}on treaty with China, to the bay, but 
that she, nevertheless, laid claim to it 
on the basis of the ‘‘ droit du premier 
mouillage’’ (right of first anchorage), 
since the Russian ships had anchored 
there before those of any other fleet. 
This answer, it will be seen, ran counter 
to the report of our East Asiatic divi- 
sion relative to the statements made by 
the Russian Admiral.

American Ship Officers Taken

BREMERHAVEN, Germany, Sept.

Stefansson Gets Message Tell- 
ing of Failure to Rescue the 
Wrangell Island Party. 


PLANS NEW EXPEDITION 


Teddy Bear’s Propeller Damaged— 
Reports Two Ships Caught 


In Ice Pack. 


After fighting its way through an ice 
pack with which it was reported help- 
lessly adrift in the Arctic several days 
ago, the schooner Teddy Bear, with the 
relief expedition sent out by Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson to bring back the Wrangell 
Island occupational party, has put back 
into Nome, Alaska, according to a mes- 
sage received in this city yesterday by 
Stefansson. The message said that the 
expedition was a failure and told ot 
having sighted two other ships caught 
in the ice which the Teddy Bear escaped. 

After he made known the contents of 
the telegram, Stefansson disclosed his in- 
tention to send another relief expedition 
inte the Arctic to bring out the Wrangell 
Island adventurers as soon as the ice- 
grip of Winter shall have been broken 
next Summer. The second relief expedi- 
tion ought to get under way by the 
middle of July, 1923, according to 
Stefansson. 

A telegram telling of the return of the 
Teddy Bear, with all hands safe, was 
received by Stefansson from Ralph 
Lomen, a brother of Carl Lomen, of 7 
West Forty-fifth Street, known in the 
Far Northwest: as one of the greatest 
of reindeer herders. The wire from 
Lomen was transmitted from Nome by 
way of Seattle. It follows:

The Silver Wave which was sighted 
caught in an ice pack, Stefansson ex- 
plained, was the same vessei ne char- 
tered to take his expedition from Nome 
to Wrangell Island, where the party was 
landed on Sept. 21, 1921, and ran up the 
British flag, reasserting the British 
right to occupy the island. After ex- 
pressing his delight at the good news, 
Stefansson said: 

‘I do not believe that the Silver Wave 
and the Blue Sea are in immediate dan- 
ger. They probably have been caught 
in the ice near shore and will be locked 
in for the Winter. Their crews should 
be able to reach land if they so desire.” 

Reading between the lines of the tele- 
gram, Stefansson explained that the ref- 
erence to the observations made at Cape 
Serge indicated that the Teddy Bear 
sent a party ashore at the Cape; that 
they found an elevation from which 
they could look far to sea, and that 
the party found an immense ice pack 
through which it would have been fool- 
hardy for them to try to push ahead.

“There was only one chance in twenty 
that an expedition starting from Nome 
as late as Aug. 20 would have been 
able to reach Wrangell Island,”’ said 
“The Teddy Bear took 
that chance hoping for a late season in 
which it would encounter little or no 
ice. But from the reports coming from 
the Northwest the ice conditions this 
year have been usual, as reported in 
the telegram from Lomen.” 

When Stefarisson was asked whether 
he thought it likely the party of ex- 
plorers on Wrangell Island would find 
some other avenue of return to civiliza- 
tion, he said it was not beyond the 
range of possibility, but he thought it 
most improbable that they would at- 
tempt to get away before the dispatch 
of a second relief party. 

‘‘The men on Wrangell Island are en- 
tirely able to take care of themsselves,’’ 
explained Stefansson, ‘‘ especially under 
the leadership of my two former arctic 
companions, E. Lome Knight of Mc- 
Minnville, Ore., and Frederick Maurer 
of New Philadelphia, Ohio. The vet- 
erans will elect to stay in the arctic, I 
am sure. - 


Party Might Cross Ice. 


“If any attempt to leave Wrangell Is- 
land should be made, I should guess it 
would be made by the younger members 
of the expedition. You see, they are 
likely to get homesick more easily than 
the men who have had experience in the 
arctic. It might be that some of them 
woula try to make their way to the 


northeastern. coast of Siberia. When the 
ice packs grow firm they might very 
easily make their way by sled across 
the 100 miles separating them from the 
Siberian coast. 

‘““So if the younger members of the 
party should set out to cross the ice,to 
the mainland they would soon find 
themselves among the reindeer herders 
and the nomads who rove up and dowr 
the coast all Winter. There are a num- 
ber of American traders who have been 
leaced on the coast by vessels which 
will return for them next Summer when 
the ice breaks up.”’

FESTIVAL BEGINS 


Wendling String Quartet of 


Stuttgart, Germany, Makes 
Its American Debut.

PLAY WORK OF BEETHOVEN 


Their Performance, While Delicate, 


Was Somewhat Lacking In Color 
and Contrast in Dynamics.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Sept. 28.—The 
Berkshire Hills are an appropriate set- 
ting for many’things, but when they are 
at their best, for nothing more than 
for the Berkshire festival of chamber 
music. They are at their best now, and 


the fifth festival began this afternoon 
in Mrs. Coolidge’s temple of chamber 
music in surroundings of entrancing 
beauty—South Mountain in the neigh- 
boring hill showing the first crimsoning 
of Autumn and bathed in crisp air and 
mellow sunlight. 

The little hall is again filled to over- 
flowing with the munfficent patroness’s 
guests; and the program promises 2 
- Fich enjoyment for lovers of chamber 
music, who have come from many parts 
of the country and who number many 
distinguished musicians. The programs 
are arranged with what some will con- 
sider more discrimination and taste than 
has always been the case in the past. 
There are fewer of the eccentricities and 
side issues than have sometimes ap- 
Péared on them. 

It is a serious scheme, but there is 
plenty of the variety that chamber 
music is so well fitted to offer; and 
there are not lacking new things and 
unfamiliar things that promise with in- 
terest. As has always been the case a 
prominent place is given to the prize 
composition of the year, which is a 
string quartet by Leo Weiner, a 
musician of standing in Central Europe, 
which will be played for the first time. 

There will also be heard for the first 
time a new suite for wind instruments 
by Brescia, a musician of San Fran- 
cisco, whose music has already been 
heard at one of the Berkshire festivals, 
which will be played by the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber Music Society, brought 
East for the purpose. A new trio by 
Gabriel Pierne will be played for the 
first time in this country. A quintet 
for strings and clarinet by Max Reger 

layed this afternoon, was heard at least 

its entirety for the first time in this 
country. 

The Wendling String Quartet of 
Stuttgart, Germany, made its first 
American appearance this afternoon, 
and presented the whole of the open- 
ing program. That program was of 
a length to try the endurance of. the 
listeners—it lasted two hours and thirty- 
five minutes. The desire to open the 
festival with one of the ‘‘ great ’’ quar- 
tets of Beethoven—one of the last five, 
namely, that in A minor, op. 132—was 
one with which every lover of chamber 
music could sympathize. But this par- 
ticular one was of doubtful advisability 
for that particular purpose. Its mood 
is reflective elegiac; it is of great dif- 
ficulty in certain aspects; it is inor- 
dinately long, for it takes more than 
ag | minutes, and does not introduce 

estival with a festival note. All 
in all, the choice put a strain on the 
listeners and still more on the visiting 
quartet. 

These players have a substantial repu- 
tation in Germany. They are good mu- 
Bicians. The leader, Carl Wendling, was 
concert master of the Boston Orchestra 
in the season of 1903-4, under Gericke 
and was well thought of. He hardly 
seems to be a strong and incisive per- 
sonality such as the leader of a string 
quartet should be. The performance, 
while it was delicate and laid hold of 
some of the more poetic aspects of the 
composition, was somewhat lacking ed 
color and strength of contrast in dyna- 
mics, in the energy and incisiveness 
that are part of its quality. Nor did it 
show all the homogeneity and balance of 
tone, all the technical flash and pre- 
cision to which American audiences have 
been accustomed in the playing of some 
of their own quartet organizations. 

The same things are measurably true | 
also of the playing of Schumann's major | 
quartet that followed. But there should | 
be much allowance made for the cir- 
cumstances of this first appearance be- 
fore a most critical audience—to which 
must be added the fact that the second 
violin, Mr. Michaelis, was playing on a 
borrowed instrument, having been de- 

rived of his own by complications with 
Bhe — inspectors on his arrival in 
New Y 

The ey number of this program was 
Reger’s quintet for-clarinet and strings 
in A, Op. 146, in which the clarinet part 
was played by Georges Grisez of New} 
York. In this Mr. Wendling’s organiza- 
tion was heard to considerable better 
advantage. The quartet is in a sense | 
their own—it is dedicated to Mr. Wend- 
ling and they have evidently played it 
much and love it. It was published in 
1916 and thus presumably dates from the 
last years of the composer’s life. In it 
he ia seen hardly as a ‘‘ modern "’ in the 
most modern sense. He is altogether too 
much concerned with a feeling for 
beauty for that. 

He is all mellifluousness and melting 
charm, and he has written with a really 
fine feeling for purely tone of beauty 
and for the delightf effect that can 
be produced by the melting of the clari- 
net tone with that of the strings. In 
this it should be said that he was 
atrongiy seconded by the exquisite art of 
Mr. Grisez, whose tone on refinement of 
quality ana supreme beauty of phrasing 
never seemed so entrancing. The quality 
of the music itself, it must be confessed, 
gcemed not very substantial. Reger in 
his instrumental works rarely shines 
fn his.thematic invention. In this one 
he has put no very great vigor into his 
charm, but he at least no longer seems 
desiccated, kiln dried. 

There is, of course, masterly skill in 
the part writing, such skill as was to be 
expected from the Bach of Bavaria,’ 
but the Hstener is not pursued by an 
excess of counterpoint for its own sake. 
Counterpoint {is not flaunted in his face 
as in so many of Reger’s works. The 
second movement, in the quickest tempo, 
has an extremely melodious trio, and 
the movement was much applauded. The 
‘third seemed beside the rest long-winded. 

The last is a theme and variations, 
a form beloved by the composer, in 
which he is quite as apt to lose sight 
of his theme as most modern variation 
writers are and in which he does not 
seem on a first marae to have un- 
masked any very notable treasures of 

the fancy and ingenuity that are ex- 
pected in such things and that briefly 
make them worth while. But here are 
mo extravagances in the music and no 
grimaces. It is distinctly not ‘“ mod- 
ern. And though it was apparently 
written in the midst of the turmoil of 
war—if the date of its publication is not 
misleading in this respect~—it shows no 
eating of the stimulating or dis- 


ting or unsettling influences of war.

Slifko, while an expart miner, has no 
greater earning capacity than many oth- 


His 
greatest day’s earnings followed the 
loading of forty-nine cers «f coal, wh'ch 
is considered close to the record in tnis 
territory.

SEIZE ANTI-RED FILM 
IN GERMAN THEATRE 


Score of Men, Believed to Be Com- 
manists, Take Picture Showing 
Alleged Conditions in Russia. 


LEIPSIG, Sept. 28.—The audience in a 
suburban motion picture theatre received 
a taste of Wild West action yesterday 
when a score of armed men, believed to 
be communists, raided the theatre and 
confiscated a film depicting alleged cha- 
otic condition in Russia and the conse- 
quences of the military power of the 
Soviet Government. 

The raiders, all of whom were about 30 
years old, wore German military 
blouses, They gained entrance by buy- 
ing tickets for the cheapest seats in the 
house, but once inside drew revolvers 
and demanded the film. They then dis- 
appeared and there are no clues to their 
identity. 

Communists recently attempted to in- 
terrrupt the showing of the same film 


in Hamburg, but hitherto its exhibition 
here has been undisturbed.

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—The Reichsbank 
issued 19,000,000,000 new paper marks 
during the week ended the 23d, bringing 
the total citculation to 304,000,000,000 
paper marks. 

Paper money should flow more freely 
from now on, for the Reichsbank, real- 
izing that the State Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving has reached its produc- 
tion limit until additional note presses 
can be fstalled or notes of larger de- 
nomination printed, has contracted with 
private printing firms to print paper 
marks. 

The money shortage situation in Ber- 
lin has been greatly eased, but continues 
bad in the provinces. Munich was to- 
day practically without money. The 
municipal oot banks would not let 
more than 1,000 marks (60 cents) be 
drawn out today. It looks as though a 
lean payday were coming for Munich- 
ites. The great Leuna Synthetic Nitrate 
Works, unable to get money from the 
banks, is giving I O U’s to its 15,000 
workers,. which will be cashed by the 
banks of the near-by towns of Merse- 
burg if the banks ever get paper money 
enough. It is expected that the shop- 
keepers will also accept the private 
paper money of the rich nitrate subsidl- 
ary of the aniline dye trust.

Mr. Rockefeller said he had watched 
some boys playing tennis the other day, 
and that he was astonished because 
they shot the balls high over the net 
and lost many which they made no at- 
tempt to find. 

‘“*T thought right away,’”’ he said 
“that they were not the boys I would 
want in my office, for they would be 
equally wasteful of pencils, paper, pens, 


pads, &c.”’

Rockefeller said that when he was in a 
coal mining community recently and 
visited a store there, he was surprised 
to find there were no stocks of ready- 
made goods.

Secretary Mel- 
lon’s review of impending maturities, 
published two months ago, pointed out 
that, including the $2,000,000,000 still 
outstanding of the Victory 4% per cents, 
$4,400,000,000 of short-dated Government 
obligations would mature before next |- 
July, the refunding of which presented 
“a problem of the first importance,” 
Nearly $1,000,000,000 of the remaining 
Victory bonds were ealled for redemp- 
tion Deo 15 and, for this operation at 
any rate, it was evident that early pro- 
vision would have to be made through a 
loan of a more permanent character 
than Treasury bills for a year or less. 

There was no reason, therefore, why 
the market should have been taken by 
Surprise. But even the investing com- 
munity is sometimes forgetful of such 
warnings. As a matter of fact, the real 
question which will have to be deter- 
mined is the extent to which the new 
loans will caN for new capital or will 
merely amount to exchange of old se- 
curities for new. It is plain enough in 
any case, since whatever money is actu- 
ally raised will be used to pay off other 
maturing obligations, that the total 
available investment fund will not be 
| diminished by the process, Whether the 
|new borrowing will affect present in- 
vestment values because of the interest

Directors of the Standard Oil Company 
of New York will hold their monthly 
meetig today, and from reports in the 
financial district it is expected that the 
long rumored stock distribution will be 
approved. Yesterday’s report had it 
that an announcement would be mailed 
to stockholders immediately after the 


meeting, giving the terms of the stock 
dividend and calling a special meeting 
of stockholders to approve the Directors’ 
Plans. This, however, could not be con- 
firmed at the offices of the company. 


No information was given as to the size 
or form of the rumored stock dividend. 
Distribution of a stock dividend has 


been discussed in official circles of the 
Standard Oil Company for several years. 
Directors called 
special meeting of stockholders and 
announced that a stock dividend of 200 
was to be declared. At that 
time the capital stock of $100 a share 
par value was to be split up into shares 
of $25 par value. The stockholders’ 
meeting was abandoned, however, and 
the announcement made that the plan 


could not be carried through because a 


majority of the stockholders failed to 


appear either in person or by proxy. 

It was later learned, however, that the 

lan was abandoned’ because certain 

arge stockholders were opposed to a 
stock dividend for fear the Government, 
directly or indirectly, would adopt meas- 
ures to tax such dividends. The matter 
then drifted until the Spring of this year, 
when the plan was understood to have 
again come up for consideration, but 
was again dropped because of the agita- 
tion for a soldier bonus and the fear 
dividends would be taxed to 
help raise funds to pay such compensa- 
tion. With the soldier bonus bill out of 
the way, for the time being at least, it 
iz expected that some early ahnounce- 
ment will be made to stockholders of 
plans now in mind. 

The stock of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New York has been advancing 
sharply from day to day as a result of 
the rumors of the cutting of a melon. 
Magnolia, which is controlled by the 
New York company through stock own- 
ership, also advanced on rumors that 
the New York company would take over 
the remaining outstanding shares of the 
Magnolia Company.

Business generally exhibited a brisker 
pace in September in the New. York 
Federal Reserve District, according to 
the monthly review of credit and busi- 
ness conditions made public yesterday 
by the Federal Reserve Bank.

TRANSPORTATION IN SWEDEN 


Increase in Railway Construction 
Provides Work for Unemployed. 


Reports on Sweden's transportation 
Systems show that while considerable 
progress has beén made in improving 
railroad and inland waterways, the mer- 
chant marine has declined slightly in 
tonnage. Figures prepared by the 
Swedish Ship Owners’ Association show 
that from 1,100,000 tons in 1921 it had 
declined to 1,090,000 tons in January, 


1922. During.the year, however, thirty- 
five steamships were sold to other coun- 
tries, most of them to Germany. This 
loss Was counteracted in part by the 
purchase during the year of forty-four 
other vessels aggregating 53,000 tons. 

The stagnation in shipping is given by 
the Swedish owners a8 one of the rea- 
sons for lack of progréss. Figures. of 
the association show that in thé early 
part of 1921 10 per cent. of the tonnage 
was idle and that by Juné the percént- 
age had increased to 45 per cent. Dur- 
ing the third bp rhes? of the year, a 
large number of vessels were put back 
into commission, but many of these, 
owing to lack of acceptable cargoes, 
were laid up again. 

Work on the railtoads is progressing 
rapidly, the Government extending its 
construction plan in order to provide 
employmént for the many idle laborers. 
Nine thousand five hundred miles of 
these railroads are State-owned and 
3,100 miles privately owned. Scarcity 
of coal in Sweden and the abundance of 
waterpowef has encouraged the Goy- 
ernment and private ownets in the 
movement to électrify the railroads, and 
several of the trunk lines have already 
been equipped. 

recent extensi6n to the Swedish 
railway system is a ferry service be- 
tween Sweden and Germany via Trelle- 
brog-Sassnjtz, and with Denmark via 
Helsingborg-Helsingor and Malmo-Co- 
penhagen. Plans for establishing simi- 
lar service between Stockholm and 
Russia and England and Goteborg are 
also béing considered. Both passengers 
and freight are carried on these ferries. 

Inland water transportation is being 
increasingly utilized and impfoved. The 
recent enlargement of the Gota Canal 
now makes possible the loading of 
océan-going steamers in the interior of 
Sweden as well as the transportation 
through the heart of the country of 
ocean-going cargoes “esctt* fom the 
North Sea te ‘ho Bale vin yeebe riba: 3 
and Stockhvuln. 


ASK LOWER MILEAGE RATES. 


Commercial Travelers Urge One- 
Third Cut on Rallways. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.~—Representa- 
tives of drganizations of traveling sales- 
men appearing today at the Interstate 
Commerce Commission hearings on in- 
terchangeable mileage books asked for 
a reduction of 331-3 pér cent. in trans- 
portation costs by means of the proposed 
néw mileage facilities. 

A. M. Loeb, President of the National 
Council of Traveling Salesmeéen’s Asso- 
ciations, said the roads should sell | 
coupon books at a one-third discount, | 
and argued that the policy would in- | 
créase the amount of travel materially. 

Issuance of interchangeable mileage 
books was authorized recently by Con- | 
gress, but the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission was authorized to fix a just and

BARS $2,500,000 SUIT 
AGAINST MEXICO 


Federal Court Dismisses Action 
Because Summons Was Served 


on de la Huerta. 


NOT THE PROPER OFFICIAL 


Claim Grew Out of Alleged $20,- 
000,000 Contract to Deliver 


Railroad Equipment. 


In the Federal Court yesterday Judge 
Julian W. Mack dismissed a_ suit. for 
$2,500,000 damages for breach of con- 
tract brought against Mexico by Otto 
Kafka, head of the Union Steel Prod- 
ucts Company, 25 Broadway. ‘The ac- 
tion was begun by serving a summons 
on Finance Minister de la Huerta 
when he was attending the international 
conference of bankers in this city sev- 
eral months ago in connection with 
the Mexican foreign debt. De la Huerta 
turned the matter over to the Mexican 


Consul General in New York City, who 
contested the case through Hardin & 
Hess, attorneys. 

In the affidavit of Jerome S. Hess 
of Hardin & Hess, supporting the mo- 
tion for dismissal because the summons 
was not served on the proper person, 
it was asserted that no complaint was 
ever filed in the ease and tnat the in- 
formation obtained concerning the alite- 
gations of Mr. Kafka was derived al- 
most wholly from articles in THE NEW 
YORK TIMES, 


“Since our. professional connection 


with the affairs of the Government of 
Mexico, going back to 1914, no other 
suit was ever brought against the Gov- 
ernment for any cause whatsoever,” 
said Mr. Hess, ‘‘nor have we ever 
heard of any claim of breach of con- 
tact having been made, formally or in- 
formally. We are, therefore, exceea- 
ingly gratified that the United States 
courts have seen fit to protect the 
interests of the Mexican Government 
by setting aside the attempted service 
in this matter of Finance Minister de 
la Huerta. ; 
“The suit was brought at the time of 
the International Conference and was 
felt to be an attempt to embarrass Min- 
ister de la Huerta in his negotiations. 
We feel sure that the action of the court 
will create a most favorable impression 
in Mexico as it shows the willingness 
of the United States courts to safe- 
guard the interests of our neighbor re- 


public and to respect its sovereign | 


rights, although the Obregon  Govern- 
ment has not yet been officially recog- 
nized.’”’ . 

When the Mexican Government several 
months ago brought suit for $500,001 
damages for breach of contract against 
an American concern for alleged failure 
to deliver submartnes said to have been 
contracted for, the suit was thrown out 
on the ground that as an unrecognized 
Government Mexico hag no standing in 
the courts of the United States. 

Mr. Hess, in his affidavit, said he un- 
derstood the action was based on a con- 
tract between Senor Pascual Ortiz Rubio 
and a representative of the Mexican 
Navigation and Machinery Corporation, 


| under which the corporation was to sell 


$20,000,000 worth of railroad supplies to 
Mexico. This contract, it was stated, 


| was later repudiated and the action was 
| for damages by reason of the repudia- 


tion, or for commissions which would 
have been due had the contract been 


| carried through. 


Affidavits of Mr. Hess and Bartholo- 
mew Carbajal showed that the contract 
was discussed by Kafka with the Treas- 
urer General of Mexico, an official cor- 
responding to the Treasurer of the 
United States, and that an entirely dif- 
ferent position was held by de la Huerta, 
against whom the action, therefore, was 
improperly begun.

Republicans for Increase: to Mex- 
ican and .Civil War Veterans. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A pension

|from Uncle Sam,'is planned by Repub- 
lican leaders in Congress.

SCHOOL HASH BLAMED 
FOR POISONING OF 700 


Chemical Action Caused by Mix- 
ing of Beef, Cabbage, Celery, 
Pickles and Mayonnaise. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 28.—Chem- 
ical action caused by mixing ground 
cooked beef, cabbage, celery,. pickle and 
mayonnaise is considered the “‘ probable 


cause’ of the illness affecting approw- 
mately 700 students yesterday in Wood- 
lawn High School, in a statement issued 
today by Dr. J. D. Dowling, City Health 
Officer, and Dr. James D. McLester, 
Medical Director of Schools. 

The entire football squad piled up in 
a heap while at practice shortly after 
partaking of the sandwiches. The mem- 
bers of the team were hurried to their 
hemes for medical attention, 

The condition of Miss Mae Best, the 
only student considered seriously ill to- 
day, was described by physicians as 
‘‘very grave.'’

TEACHERS’ DISABILITIES. 


Retirement Board Secretary Explains 
Payment of Claims. 


Magnus Gross, Secretary of the Teach- 
ers’ Board of Retirement, writes to THE 
TIMES to correct statements made in an 
article published last Sunday in which 


the objections of some public school 
teachers to the recent decision of the 
Corporation Counsel concerning teach- 
ers’ disability claims were set forth. 
These teachers found in the opinion dis- 
crimination against classroom teachers. 
“The greatest sum thus far paid out 
up to September,’’ Mr. Gross writes, 
‘““was $27,144 to the heir of a deceased 
member of the Board of Examiners. The 
next largest sum was $23,908 to the heir 
of a district Superintendent. (There is 
another case now pending before the 
Board of Retirement of a sum of $32,000 
to be paid to the heirs of another de- 
ceased Superintendent.) These are the 
only three high officials whose heirs 
have obtained or will obtain the benefit 
of the optional provision in the law. The 
sole reason why these sums are larger 
than those paid to principals and teach- 
ers is simply that their salaries are 
larger. * * * The record shows that 
of the thirty-six deceased contributors 
since 1917 whose heirs have received 
the benefit of option No. 1 in cash, one 
was an examiner, one was a Superinten- 
dent, five were gues and twenty- 
nine were teachers. f the total thus 
far paid out in benefits under this op- 
tion up to Sept. 1, 1922, the sum of 
$131,089 was paid to the heirs of super- 
visors and $268,675 to the heirs of teach- 
ers, some of whom received over, $12,000. 
“In addition to the above, two prin- 
cipals and five teachers (deceased) se- 
lected option No. 2 or No. 8 for their 
heirs, which provide for. the continu- 
ance of the same annual pension or half 
of it to the beneficiary. Under one of
